and numbering houses, planting trees 
aud removal of obstructions and pro* 
jections.

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Provided that no rule shall render petroleum 
passing through Calcutta in -transit for any 
place beyond it liable to taxation or to any 
detention or examinaiion whatsoever under this

And all petroleum intjoduced into (’alcutta, 
contrary to any rules made under the provi^io^B 
of this section, may he seized and confiscated. 

All petroleum eonfiscated under this section 
^all become the property of the Commissioners. 


CBArTER IV. 

Of Kates. 

Part I.— Of imposing the Hates.

CHAPTER VI. 

Or LBVYING THE RaTES, 

141' When any rate is due, the Oommis- 
, , , sioners shall cause to be 

presented to the person 
liable to the payment thereof a bill for the sum 
due, which shall also contain a statement of the 
period and a description of the property for 
which the rate is charged. * 

142. If the bill is not paid by the person 
„, , , liable to pay the same 

Within seven days from the 
presentation thereof, the Commissioners may 
cause to be served upon such person a notice of 
demand in the form contained in the fifth 
Schedule, or to the like effect; a'hd, if'he shall 
not, within seven days from the service of such 
notice of demand, pay the sum doe, or show 
sufficient cause to the satisfaction of the Com¬ 
missioners for non-payment of* the same, such 
sum, with all cii8t8,*may be 
Distioss, levied* by distress and sale 

of the moveable property of the defaulter,, or if 
the defaulter be the occupier of any house or 
land in respect of which a .rate is due, by 
distress and sale of any moveable property found 
on the house or land, whether actually btlonging 
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to 'lihe defaulter or 'not, under a warrant in the 
form ooBtatned in tbt Sixth Schedule; or,to the 
like effect, to be issued for that purpose by the 
OoaolMsioners: 

' Provided that when tlte premises in respect of 
which the default is comtnitted, are a place of 
business, and the moveable property distrained is 
shown to the satisfaction of the ^mmisdonerg 
to have been left there for repairs or safe custody 
in the ordinary coarse of business, it nUall be 
released. 

For every notice of demand nnder this section 
which the Commissioners shall cause to be served 
upou any person, a fee, not exceeding one rupee, 
shall be payable.

* This excellent report, submitted on a new plan, is a great improvement 
over its predecessors. It is divided into throe parts, the first of which contains 
a general review of the managemeitt of estates in the whole province; the 
second furnishes an account for the year of report of important estates with a 
rent-roll of Rs. 50,000 and upwards; and the third part gives special notices of 
estates taken in charge or released during the year. By this method of treat¬ 
ment, and the exclusion of all superfluous matter, the interest of the report 
has been enbanced, while its bulk has been materially diminished. 

• 2. The balances of revenue and cesses due t) Grovenimont at the close of 
■ . the year show some reduction. It is satisfactory to 

Demand.colloction and balances. large arrears (Rs. 67,422) duo from 

the Sultangacha estate have been paid since the close of the year, and that the 
property has been released from attachment. The collections of rent and 
cesses due to estates under the Court of Wards amount to 97'4 per cent, on the 
current demand. This is a larger percentage than has been attained for many

The collections wore satisfactory in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
in portions of the Bhasrulpcflre and Rujshahye Divisions, and in the (fistrictts of 
Chittagong and Noakholly. The result is worst in the Chota Nagpore E)ivision, 
where the failure to collect is conspicuous in several of the estates under 
management. 

3. The large increase in the arrear demand of tlie year is due to the 
assumption of chaige of the Bhowanipore i Bornda Prosad Roy’s) estate with a 
balance of over 27 lakhs of rupees, of which more than 25 lakhs are practically* 
irrecoverable. 'I’he circumstances of this estate afford, as the Board remark, 
another striking illustration of the manner in which zemindari accounts are 
generally kept in Bengal. The current demand of rent and cesses in this 
property is only one and a half lakh of rupees. The accumulated balances 
amount to eighteen times the current demand; and although nearly the whole 
of them are irrecoverable, they have not been struck off. The Manager has 
,now been directed to take measures for their early adjustment, and to apply 

for remission after careful enquiry. The Srinagar estate is another property 
which shows balances considerably in excess of the current demand. The 
demand of this estate is Rs. 2,62.239 ; and notwithstanding that over 10 lakhs 
of rupees of arrears, which were due from the time of the old proprietor, were 
remitted in 18S4-S5, the recorded balances still amount to Rs. 7,4?,.645.. It is 
reported by the Settlement Officer that these arrears consist for the most part 
of rents of land long ago relinquished or abandoned, and are therefore un¬ 
realizable ; but that until the settlement of each separate village is taken in 
hand, fullparticulars for remission cannot bo supplied. 

4. The current rent and cess demand of* the Burdwan Raj estate was 
Rs. 45,64,664, and the arrears amounted to Rs. 39,07,569. The collections 
were Rs. 45,28,233, or 99*2 per cent, on the current demand, against 97’9 and 
98 2 per cent, in the two previous years. The greater portion of the estate is 
let in putnii, and the collections are therefore made without much difficulty. 
In Koojung, which is managed directly under the Collector of futtack, the’ 
demand is Rs. 1,19,167 and the collections Rs. 93,704, or 70'6 per cent.; while 
in Soojamoota, also under direct management, in the district of Midnapore, 
where the domand is Rs. 93,663, the collections amounted to only Rs. 9,206, or 
9"8 per cent. 'J’he Board explain that the extremely unsatisfactory result in 
Soojamoota is due to the fact that the teuahts have taken advantage of the 
dispute between the Dowager Maharani and the Court of Wards to evade pay¬ 
ment of their rents to an^'one. Subsequently they raised objectioas to the 
demand, as shown in the books of the Raj, on the ground that it ineluded illegal 
cessea. The abwabs iitcluded in tho,^Sooji^oota rent-roll ar« 28 in numbe'r. 
Of these, 9, which were incorporated,^ with, the rent 18 years ago^ are both 
equitably and legally payable, and they will in future bo shown in the rent 
receipts, not as cesses, but as part of the rtmli, which in fact they really ara The 
claim to the remaining 19 cesses, including z'onxindari dAk eesa and Company’s 
batta, has been abandoned. Since the close of the year it has been necessary 
to entertain a special establishment for the reco very of more than Rs. 2,25,.000 
of arrears which were about to be barred by lunitation. The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the Collector will, by the exeJ'ciso of his personal influence 
on the spot, be able to save the tenantry from th>? execution of the, greater 
number of eei tifloates which have been made. 

6. In the Tikari estate, where the current detioa^^d of rent and cesses ia 
Rs. 6,85,485 and the arrear doniaud Rs. 4,12,200, tlU© collectioois amounted 
only to Rs. 6,26,684, or 91 per cent, on the current dtfoaand. it is explained 
that the manageumnt was hampered by the difficulties ij^ident to the tranution 
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from a systam of farininff leases to one of direct managemeafc. The fertility 
of the lan^ largely depends on the maiatenanceof the village emhai]Jkiii.ent 
altd irrigation works, which have h«en, greatly neglected by the thikadaw. But 
making all allowance for the»e dilficultiesi, the results are not satisfactory! In 
the Dighaputtea estate, with a current demand of Rs. 4,74,519 on acqount of 
the property of the elder wird, the collections amounted to Rs. 4 , 73 , 390 , cw 
99 per cent. In the Nashipore estate the collections were 111 per cent, on the 
current demand, and in the Oossina Bazar estate 115 per cent. In the Srinagar 
estate the collections were 96 per cent, j in Nurhan9l-6 per cent. only. Among 
qthes: large properties, the collections were very satisfactory in tho Syedpore, 
Chanchal, Nuddea, Mai war, Raj Krishna Banorjca and Qourjon estates. In 
the l^hankoora estate the difhcultiea of management proved too great for the 
Manager, who resigned. The collections were only 78 per cent on the current 
demand. It is hoped that the present Manager, Baboo Troylokya Nath Lahiri, 
who brings a favourable reputation with him from his administration of the 
Burdhaukotj estate, in Rungpore, will bo able to show better results. The 
Kanika estate, in Cuttack, which was slowly recovering front the severe damage 
caused by the cyclone and storm-wave q£ September 1885, again suffered 
considerable injury from the cyclone of May 1887, and it was found necessary 
to remit coUectious iq the area affected. Tho recoveries amounted to 88 per 
cent, on the current demand, against 82 and 75 per cent, in the two previous 
years. The Collector reports that rents throughout the estate are fair and 
moderate, but complaiuts nave been made of illegal exactions by the mustagirs 
and village headmen, and it has been necessary to issue orders prohibiting the 
collection of unauthorized ceases. 

6, The whole question of tho survey and record of rights in wards’ 
Sv»*y8 and record ef rights'. ^t^ttos has been under discussion during the year, 

and full reports on the subject have been received 
from^ the Board and from the Director of Land Rocoras. After the amplest 
consideration, the principle has been established that surveys shall only be 
undertaken in those estates in which funds are available, and which havo no 
proper rent-roll upon which a certificate of arrears co’uld be baaed. The 
proposals of Ih© JDirector were therefore considerably modihod, and, ia 
accordance with the suggestion^ of the Board of Revenue, tho programme has 
been revised so as to include the following estates only-

7. Although tho scheme now sanctioned appears to bo meagre in 
eomperkon with the more ambitious proposals put forward by tho Director, 
the. Lieutenant-Governor considers that a programme which comprises the 
professional survey, the record of rights in, and tho settlement of, eight or ten 
large wards’ estates, comprising more than a milliou acres, is really a large 
undertaking, and quite as much as the Court of Wards is justified in atten)pting 
at present. His Honour entirely agrees with the Board of Revenue that the 
procedure under the Tenancy Act, which is calculated to produce very beneficial 
results where disorder prevails, should not be extended to other estates merely 
because they are large, or solvent, or valuable. It is also very important that

in regard to each estate it is proposed to surv'ey, the funds in hand and titrie 
available should be borne in mind. It is always advisable that the proprietors 
of estates should have some nionf'y in ha^d when their estates are released. 

A very large amount is indeed likely to be «. fatal gift.. But some money is 
necessary for inaugurating a new regime and for the expenses which a lar^e 
landlord, just out of his tutelage, is bound by the pressure of those around him 
to undergo. 

8. In regard to the first four estates abovernentioned, action iias already 
' been taken. A party has been supplied by the Survey Department for the 
traverse and cadastral survey of the Srinagar estate. The settlement operations 
have been placed under Mr. Oollin. The work commenced in December 18^7, 
and it is calculated that it will be completed by the Slat December 1890. The 
Sunkerporo and Maid war surveys are also being conducted by a professional 
party, but in the Chooramon estate the measurement has been done by non- 
professiogal agency. I'ho Lieutenant Governor is aware that those operations 
are receiving the •close attention of the Board and of the Director of Laud 
Records, but he observes with some anxiety that in the Sunkerpore estate, 
where the proceedings are approaching completion, the expense incurred is 
much larger than was anticipated. The proceedings now in hand are neces¬ 
sarily experimental in character, and may therefore be expected to be more 
expensive than they will ultimately become when greater experience has been 
gained. It is unsatisfactory to observe the small proportion of the expense 
which had been recovered from the co-sharers, both in the Srinagar and 
Sunkerporo estates. Tim account given by tlie Hoard of the ('honramon 
settlement is not creditable to the Court of Wards administration. The survey 
has been completed, but, through the neglect of the Manager, who appears to 
be too infirm for his work, the settlement has been -left untouched, and it 
lias been found necessary to anpoint a speidal Settlement Officer to undertake 
duties which should properly have boon discharged without any additional 
expense to the estate. Tiie Commissioner writes of this property:— 

“ The financial position of tho estate is not good, thou>^h it is under no liabilities, owing 
to heavy expenditure incurred on account of the survey and settlement of tho estate. The 
collections have become had, and tho halauces are mounting up. All the Government 
securities have been expended, and tho Manager reports that it will be difficult to realize 
sufficient rent to pay up expenses before the collection of the new year 1295B.S, • is 
commenced. Besidos. tlie ward’s house is in a dilapidated condition and ought to be rebuilt, 
but the Collector fears that it will bo impossible to do so in the present oopdition of 
the estate.” 


The Lieutenant-Governor understands that the Board have already taken 
serious notice of the state of things described, and that no further orders of 
Government are required. It is necessary that the unremitting attention of 
all officers concerned should bo devoted to tho improvement of the property 
during the short period which remains before its proprietor will attain his 
majority. 

It is reported that the putwaries of the Srinagar estate are being trained 
in survey work to enable them to correct the maps and maintain tb^ records 
in future, and that similar attempts are being made in Dinageporo, but have 
not proved very successful, as only 15 men have received certificates of 
efficiency. These efforts should be persevered with, although the Lieutenant- 
Governor is not very sanguine of their success. It is important to enlist local 
co-operation as much as possible in all these proceedings. 

9. In addition to thc.se operations, which are being c.arried on under the 
supervision of the Director, iho survey and settlement of the estates of Raj 
Krishna Banei-jec and l azal Ali Khan, in tho Chittagong district, have also 
been effected. The result, in these cases aj)pears to be very successful fronv the 
financial point of view, and is creditable to the general Manager, Baboo Koilas 
Chunder Das, and Assistant Manager, Baboo Jogendro Kumar Bose, by whom 
ihe work lias been done. The Lieutenant-Governor' acknowledges also the 
valuable service rendered by Mr, Slack in his capacity of special Settlement 
Officer of wards’ and encumbered estates in the Chota Nagpore Division. 

ll). The account given by the Board of the condition of the tenantry in 

wards’ estates and of the education of wards is 
i8ce aneons. generally satisfactory. The contribution in aid of 

schools and dispensaries during the year shows an increase: it amounts to* 
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Ks. 98,209. Agricultural experiments have been conducted in several eststes, 
as usual, and occasionally with sticce.BS, The Board have, since the close of the 
year, issued orders to all Commissioners that, witliin the limits and under the 
conditions already laid down by Government, such encouragement as is practi¬ 
cable may be given to the progress of agricultural improvements in the pro¬ 
perties under the charge of the Court of Wards, A sum of lis. 1,000 has b^en 
sanctioned from the resources of the Cossim Bazar estate, as a contribution to 
the fund which is being locally realized, by merchants and zemindars who are 
interested in the silk industry, for experiments which, it is believed, will prove 
very valuable in improving the breed of silk-worms. 

11. It is unnecessary to follow the Board’s report throughout the detailed 
, T, • , X account furnished of the more important estates 

nr wan aj c* a . under management, or of those which were relea6e<l 

during the year. The information given is complete, and will be useful for 
reference. But the Lieutenant-Governor considers it desirable to reproduce in 
this resolution the following remarks, which are recorded by the Collector of 
Burdwan, regarding the claims of the Dowager Maharani up to date:— 


“ In July 1887, when His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor paid a visit to Burdwan, the 
Dowager Maharani requested him to pass orders for the payment of her increased allowance 
and delivery of the minor landed properties to her and settlement of her claims to the 
jewellery. In regard to the making over of the minor properties and payment of the increased 
allowance, His Honour laid down t^he following conditions:— 

“ (a) That the papers of Koojung and Soojamoota should be first fully delivered 
by her. 

“ (b) That the hoarded coin and jewels should be counted and catalogued, and the 
jewels valued. 

“ In the November following I reported that the first condition, viz., the surrender of 
papers, had been fulfilled by her as far as lay in her power, though the Managers were 
divided in their opinion on this point. 

“ The hoarded coin was counted and catalogued in August 1887, but the general catalogue 
of the jewels is not yet finished. This work was begun in October by Mr. McIntosh, Assis¬ 
tant Collector, and subsequently placed by me in the hands of Mr. 1,'aylor, the Joint-Magistrate. 
On his appointment as District Judge of Burdwan, on tho 21at January last, the inventory 
work was stopped for some time. In March it was resumed by Mr. McIntosh, Assistant 
Collector, then by Mr. Brown, Assistant Collector, and on his transfer by Mr. McIntosh 
again. He was relieved by Deputy Collector Baboo Shyamadhaba Roy, specially deputed for 
this purpose. As the Dowager Maharani was not responsible for the delay in drawing up the 
cataloo-ue, she was reported to have earned tho fulfilment of His Hoi\our the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s promise, and the hoard directed the immediate surrondor to her of tho minor landed 
properties, which were accordingly made over to her on tho 2t)ih March last. With regard to 
tho payment of her increased allowance, the Board directed that this payment should be made 
as soon as the 160 items of jewellery included in schedule F were identified and catalogued, as 
this identification was a necessary preliminary to the settlement of her claim. The Dowager 
Maharani, however, refused to admit that the payment of tho allowances could be delayed for 
the identification of the 160 items of jewellery. Meanwhile a dispute had arisen between 
her and the Managers, the latter claiming the right to catalogue the valuables in her apart¬ 
ments, while she refused to admit that those valuables belonged to tho estate. She protested 
against any delay in the payment of the allowances on this account. Finally, sho agreed 
to abide by the arbitration of Mr. Pugh as regards tho 160 items of jewellery, and to accept 
the valuation of them by Messrs. Cooke and Kelvey of Calcutta. She also consoutod to 
execute the deed of oompromise as settled by .Mr. Pugh. The Board tliercforo directed me, 
on the 16th May 1888, to pay her allowance in fut\iro at the increased rate, and to arrange 
for the payment of the arrears of her increased allowance from the 28th September 1886 at 
. once. These orders have since been carried out. Moreover, at the request of tho Dowager 
Maharani, the draft deed of compromise has been drawn up by tho Government Solicitor 
instead of by the Government Pleader of Burdwan. The conclusion of the compromise npw 
only awaits the arbitration of Mr. Pugh, and meanwhile all its conditions, about which 
no dispute remained—that is, all but tho terms regarding tho jewellery—havo boon carried 
out.” 

The arbitration is over, but the Board report that the award has not yet 
been, given, and that the terms of the deed of compromise havo not been finally 
settled. An allowance of Rs. 9,000 a month, with arrears, with retrospective 
effect from the 28th September 1886, is now paid to the Dowager Maharani 

by the estate. . 

12. In July 1887 the Lieutenant-Governor gave Ins sanction to the 
adoption by the late minor Maharani Bonodoyi Debi of Lai a Bijon Behari 
Kapur, son of Lala Ban Behari Kapur, as a son to her husband, the late 
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Maharajah Aftab Chand Bahadur. It was with great regret that His Honou 
heard of the death of the Maharani on the 13th of May last. The younj 
Maharaj Kumar, to whom the name has been given of Bijoy Chand Mahtal 
Bahadoor, is reported to bo well behaved and very intelligent. His guardian 
are Lala Ban Behary Kapur, his natural father, and Lala Lachmi Naraii 
Khanna, father of the late Maharani Bonodeyi Debi. Since the close of th< 
year a suit has been instituted in the High Court by the Dowager Maharan 
to set aside the adoption and to obtain possession of the Raj estate. 

13. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice the services of the Com 

missioners and Collectors, who are commended b^ 
Services of officers, the Board for their work in the Wards’ Depart 

ment. The Board’s observations will, as usual, be communicated to th*

FLOODS IN THE BUBDWAN DIVISION. 


The following correspondence is published for general information.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. *33RG, 
dated the 22nd September, 1888, submitting a report from the Collector of 
Burdwan, dated the 16th September, 1888, on the recent inundation of the 
Adjai and Uamudar rivers in his district. 

2. The action taken by Mr. Oldham and his Sub-divisional Officers is 
approved by Government, and the further report promised is awaited. I am 
to request that no time may be lost in submitting the full reports which have 
been called for from the other districts of your division, and especially from 
Midnapore, where the injury from floods appears to have been greatest. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is confident that in any cases where it may have been 
found necessary to afford relief to the suffering population, action has been at 
once taken. 

3. The question of the Uamudar embankments has repeatedly been 
under the consideration of Government in the Public Works Department, 
and, with reference to the present inundation, is being again considered. 
But the restoration of these embankments has always been condemned by 
Engineers, who have, on previous occasions, enquired into the matter, and 
the reasons for the rejection of the proposal are fully stated in Colonel 
McNeile’s letter No. 462J, dated 12th March, 1886, to which the Collector 
refers in his report. These reasons still hold good, and therefore sufficient cause 
has not been found for modifying to any extent the orders on the subject. 

4. The injuries caused by floods divide themselves into three classes,—(1) 
the deposit of sand, causing deterioration and even destruction (for the 
time being at least) to the soil, (2) the destruction of crops and villages 
by the erosive action of the floods, and (3) their destruction by excessive 
flooding. The first two classes can no doubt be remedied at a comparatively 
moderate cost. The floods of the Uamudar have been under observation since 
the orders of the 12th March, 1885, were issued, and there appears to be'somo 
grounds for believing that it may be advisable to make certain arrangements 
at the main breach, (the Jankooli), in order that the discharge through it may 
be to some extent restrained. It is very doubtful, however, whether a gradual 
raising of the area injured temporarily by sand deposit will not in the end be 
extremely beneficial, and the rcs’ults of the floods of the present season will possi¬ 
bly give an answer to the question whether the floods should be in any way res¬ 
trained. As regards the third class of injuries, the objections mentioned in 
(Colonel McNeile’s letter to the closing of these breaches, acting as escapes, are 
as strong as ever, whilst the soil in most instances is greatly benefited by the 
fertilising silt deposited by the floods. Such benefit is, however, in some 
cases counterbalanced by the retention of the water on the flooded area for 
too long a time, and this is due to the want of a proper outfall. It is just 
as iiqpossible' now as ever to entertain either of the proposals hitherto 
put forward for the remedy of this state of affairs, viz, the retention of 
the floods'of the Uamudar within its own embankments down to the Hooghly, 
or the diversion of the flood spill into any other lines than those through 
which it now gradually finds its way into the Hooghly ; but, in connection 
with the floods in the Cossyo and Selye rivers, it appears necessary to investi¬ 
gate the possibility of improving the outfall of the Koopnarain river, and the 
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improvement of the latter would possibly affect beneficially the outfall of 
the Damudar flood spill. It is understood that a proposal for carrying out the 
investigation just mentioned is under the consideratipn of the Public Works 
Department of this Government, though'grave doubts are expressed as to the 
feasibility bt incteh^ihg the bdpacity of' the l^oopna^ain river at till.

No. 1246G of the 16th idem, from 
the Collector of Burdwan, on the effects of the late floods cau.sed by the over¬ 
flow of the rivers Adjai and Damudar. Mr. Oldham is watching the matter 
sufliciontly.

In reply to your No. 177EG, dated 10th September 1888, calling for a report on the 
effocts of the recent floods in the town of Cutwa and the Cutwa suh-^livision, and to yoar 
endorsement No. 61RG, dated 14th September ISfl'*, on Government letter N<». 3052—llSFam., • 
dated 8th September l»h8, enquiring about the results of the floods from the Damudar, I have 
the honour to furnish the following provisional report on the floods in the Burdwan district on 
tiie last week of I8tl8. 

2. It has been hscerfainfed that therfe has been no loss either of human life or Of cattle 
from the floods. There has been considerable loss, amounting in many villages to total destrac- 
tion, of the standing crops, and a vely gieat number of huts have fallen down, though so far 
1 cannot learn that any of tho good mud houses of the ordinary kind to he found in a rural 
village have been seriously injured. Tnough 1 hold a balance of about E.s. 2,000 in my local 
Famine Relief Fund available for tho relief of emergent cases, altd there is a similar private 
fund held by private trustees in the town of Bmdwan, no applications for such relief have 
yet been made, and no cases requiring it have been reported. The only applications vfehich 
have been the direct outcome of the floods have been for the restoration oi^ conStrubtiou 
of certain embankments. 

3. From the information now available, which I believe to be complete, I estimate 
the area of serious damage to orops, that is, in which the standing crop's h'ave either totally, 
or to the extent of three-fourths of them, been destroyed, to be 120 square miles. This area 

may he generally defscribed as the margin of tho Adjai for a 
60 X 3 = 60 depth of H miles on each side of its course through the 

20 X CO Cutwa Euh-division; of a similar margin on the right 

bank of the Bhagiruthi fur a distance of 20'miles in the 
same sab-division inuluding the peninsulas ; and in the head-quarters suh-divisiou of a 

20 X ij=. 30 similar margin oir the right bank of the. Damudar from 

- opposite Burdwan to Gotan in the south east extremity oi the 

district about 20 miles. The floods of course penetrated very 
much further, but in large areas their incuri-ion has been solely beneficial, and the extent of Idss 
between those areas and the margin described varies. 

4. The effects of the floods in the differeht localities inundated will bo Very different. 
Floods from the Bhagiruth’, when so local as those’ now repotted on are, have always been 
found to more than ooinpensute for the immediate damage they cause. The same witj;i some 
qualification may be said of the Adjai floods, though they sometimes leave long narrow stretches 
of sand. lu this district the Damudar floods have been always roost beneficial to tho country 
in which they hut sightly affect the standing crops by their depositing the silt, while they hhVe 
been disastrgus to the tract in which their'tush has entirely destroyed the standing clPps as 
they leave it coated with thick sahd. 

5. My informhtion aboiit the Ciitt6'a shb-divlsiun has been drawn from the diaries just 
received of the experienced Sub-divisional'Officer Baboo Jadu Nath Bdse, Who has been vifeiijbg 
the inundated tracts. The floods in the town of Cutwa reported to you under my endorse¬ 
ment No. llllG, dated Stst August 1888, had no further effect beyond causing the extrema 
inconvenience and alarm and damage to some habitations described in that cotrespoiidenCe, 
and ho further report regarding them is necessary. The most serious damage dotro'iu'aoy one 
"spot has been the destruction of the zemindari'emhauknient at Fatehpore on the Adjai, tvhioh 
'Was constructed only in May last at a Potft of about Ks. 8,000 raised by subscription. , Though 
the Sub^divisional Officor found the Bhagiruthi I’peninsuias completely sub merged, and the 
bouses standing out of the water as if on piles, while the women and children bad' been sent 
to the mainland for safety, .the male population were either busy fishing or amusing 
fhemsclves in their enforced idleness. The main products of these tracts are their splendid 
cold-weather crops. In the Sub-divisiorial Officer’s dpihi'on the fludds 'Were far mere 
extensive and severe in the Nnddca district than on the right bank df the Bhagiruthi. 
The 'Adjai flood Was the'highest Witbih memory. The sevfete^t damage must have been 'OUlsbd 
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“tiy it8 carrying ax^sy the Fatenpore embaukmeat, and regarding this I will report again. Tne 
greater part of the country on its lef^ bank, which I visited in February Jast, has been left 
^unoultivated for years, partly because of its exposure to inundation and partly because the 
land has been spoiled by previous floods, . 

6. As regards the Daniudar floods, the chief reference is the correspondence which 
closed with the orders of Government conveyed in Colonel McNeile’s letter No. 45 il, 

‘dated 12th March lH85, on the subject of the Jankooli embankment. It has bean noticed 
in my suceessive Ijand Revenue and Annual Administration Reports that the agitation 
regarding this Jankooli case has never ceased to be maintained, chiefly by Baboo Chakan Lall 
Roy of Chakdighi and his brother tainqdars. They are at this moment pressing Govern- 
xneot to re-open the case, which has been frequently noticed by the Press, both English and 
Nkfive, throughout the year. The present floods of course have afforded capital for tbi.s 
agitation, and though, ns far as I have ascertained, they have not been so immediately destruc- 
tlet! as those from the Adjai, the notice of them by the Press, which has taken no notice of 
the floods in Ciitwa, is aoeounted for by the agitation regarding the Jankooli case. As these 
results were to be predicted with certainty, I had been very carefully watching the Damudar 
lltmds from the first, and os soon as they subsided, sent the Excise Deputy Collector on .an 
excise tour through the south Damudar tract with orders to ascertain quietly wh,at the 
result of the inundation had been. He returned yesterday, and the infonnatiou, which I 
have provisionally given was obtained from his verbal report. Meattwhile the senior Sub- 
Deputy Collector has been sent out to hold a public enquiry, and I have arranged to spend 
four or five days in the flooded tract myself this week. 

7. Meanwhile 1 am in a position to meet any cases requiring relief either in Cutwa or on 
the Damudar. As regards the means for preventing those calamities in future, the case of the 
south Damudar country is in the hands of Government, and 1 have nothing to add to the 
information which has been given in the correspondence regarding the Jankooli embankment 
and breach. As regards the floods from the Adjri, I cannot report till I have received further 
information from Cntwa, and till I have visited the localities myself; but in this ease, too, I 
believe that no preventive measures can be aiiopted except those which are suggested and 
approved by tlie professional advisers of Government. The present case of ttie Fatehpore 
embankment adds confirmation to the instance afforded by ttie embankment which 
Mr. Lanninie constructed at Jankooli in 1882 at a cost of Rs. 11,009, which was absolutely 
effaced xvithin a month of its construction (ntrfe the correspondunco ending with this office 
No. 2114G, dated 26tb Febiuary 1885).

I AM desired by the Lieutonaut-Governor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 110, dated 19th December last, on tho subject of a breach in the Janciui embankment on 
the right bank of tlie Damooda, and the damage caused by tlio spill of flood-water at and 
near that place, and in reply to make the following remarks. 

, 2. As noted in your letter, the restoration of the embankments on that bank of the 

river has been pronounced objectionable by tho engineers who have thoroughly investigated 
•the question, but it will be well here to explain briefly the reasons for this objection. 

From caloulations of tho slope of bed and of the waterway of tho river it Is known that 
the total possible discharge between tho embankments below the great bend of tha river oast 
of Burdwan is (approximately) 150,000 cubio feet per second, while the volume brought down 
by the river during a lieaVy flood is about 350,000 cubio foet, and there is consequently a 
totfd spill over the bank of about two lakhs of cubio foot per second escaping at various points 
below Sangatghola (a few miles above and on the opposite side to Jeojooty). 

It 18 quite clear, then, closing the breaches at and below this point with anything like 
really effective embankments would only cause worse and possibly more disastrous broaches 
lo^er down. The water cannot be kept within bank or embankment limits down to tho 
mouth of the river. It was to reduce the average depth of the flood passing over the 
country that the removal of 20 miles of embankments was ordered in 1850-59, and the same 
argument is equally valid now. 

3 Turning next to your suggestion to provide outlet channels, you will see that this 
would involve the construction of a new river capable of carrying in extreme flood 200,000 
cubic feet per second, or larger than tho actually existing channel of the Damooda itself. To 
prevent the risk of an excess of water passing down this channel, and to send the required 
amount down it to relieve the Damooda, a very oxtensive regulator would bo necessary at the 
bifiuyjation, an4 the new channel must be carried down to the Hooghly, as neither the 
Danmoda itself lower down, nor the Hoopnarain could carry off such an additional volume: 
-the'new'channel or river would therefore have to bo some 60 miles iu length. 

. • All this would involve an outlay in work and land which it is not worthwhile attempting 
to ■ estiihate, and it must bo rocollooted that in the case of any partially remedial measures, 

■ there' would certainly in some year or years be loss caused where there is none now, or where 

■ it cannot be laid to the ohargo of any speoifio work. As soon as ever there was an excuse for 
charging any Government channel, or embankment, or want of embankment, demands for 
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compensation would pour in, and it is impossible to guess even what Government might be 
compelled to pay on this account. 

4. It is not denied that the existing floods cause some dapiage, nor is it argued that 
such a spill as is under consideration over occurs, without in some cases serious flooding and 
loss of crop, but the floods are not wholly detrimental. The flow of water is in some years 
and in some places such as to drown or even wash away portions of the crops; but if this 
occurs early m the year, a second crop is successfully grown, and in any case a large quantity 
of fertilizing silt is spread over miles of country beyond the special tracts in which devastating 
floods are now complained of, and a gradual and very important and beneficial raising of the 
'level of the country is in progress. 

6 . On a full consideration of all the facts of the case, the Lieutenant-Governor is of 
opinion that it is more than doubtful whether any practicable measures in the direction of 
partial remedy of the flooding complained of would not result in more harm than good; that 
nothing at all could be -done except at great expense, for which there would be no return, 
while the entire outlay would have to be borne by Government; and that it is certain that 
any works executed would undoubtedly {:ive rise to complaints elsewhere, quite as loud as 
these now made, and possibly more valid. Uis Honor is therefore unable to reconsider the 
orders passed on tlie subject of non-reconstruction of the Janculi and other embankments on 
the right bank of the Damooda, or to entertain proposals for any drainage works to carry off 
the flood spill into other lines than those through which it now gradually finds its way down 
to the Uooghly.

I HAVE the honour to forward, for the information of His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor, copy of a report by the Collector of Midnapore on the 
effect of the recent floods in his district. I gather that they might have been 
prevented by a more efficient system of embankment; and it is for His Honour 
to consider whether estimates should be prepared of the cost of what is 
required. Respecting present distress, I think that Mr. Vowell is fully sensible 
of the gravity of the situation, and may be ttusted to report promptly if relief 
is required. Beyond the injury done to their dwellings, I doubt whether 
much distress will be felt by the cultivators until the period when they might 
have expected a return from their winter crop. I believe there was not much 
in store which they could lose, and the labour market of Calcutta and its 
Suburbs is so easily accessible that the means of subsistence can be earned 
without difficulty. It is gratifying to learn that the Deputy Magistrate in 
charge of the sub-division of Ghatal, Baboo Kumad Nath Mukerji, has been 
doing his. duty in the emergency.

I HAVE the honour to state that I hove visited Ghattal with the Executive En g i nee r for 
the purpose of semg the effect of the recent floods. 

2. The heavy rams of the 23rd and 24th ultimo brought down all the rivers from the 
west and north-west in heavy flood, and the various ciromt embankments under the Execu¬ 
tive Engineer of Midnapore were breached in 137 places, being in many instances over¬ 
topped. 
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3. The tract of country most severely affected, rather more than 100 square miles, is 
comprised in thanas Deispore and Qhattal; the former thana is bounded on the north by the 
Selye and on the east by the Eupnarain rivers. Ghattal is bounded on the south by the 
Selye and on the east by the Darkeshwar. , 

4. With the exception of a few patches in the north-west of Daspore, the whole crop 
has, in that thana and in about 40 square miles of thana Ghattal, been swept away, and the 
fields are still under water. Great damage has been done to the mud huts of the villagers, 
which have fallen down in all directions. There has fortunately been very little loss of life, 
only four persons having been reported drowned, and tho loss of cattle is also stated to have 
been small. 

5. The Sub-divisional Officer, Baboo Kumad Nath Mukorji, showed great promptness in 
at once starting off him self and sending his canoongo and police in other directions, in order 
to relievo the worst cases of distress. Tho cost has boon met from a fimd raised on a previous 
, occasion to meet such disasters. Tho people of Daspore thana have been very unfortuato of 
late years with their winter crop. 

6 . In 18H5 it was swept away by flood, and again in 1887, while in 188G tho crop was 
a poor one. When these floods occur, the custom is to sow boro paddy over the tract, and it is 
irrigated by bunds thrown across tho Selye and Cossyo rivers by the zemindars. • 

7. The Sub-divisional Officer has considerable engineering knoi^odgo, and I have 
requested him to see that these bunds are put up wherever necessary, and properly constructed. 
Ho has also been directed to report on the necessity of making loans to tho cultivators under 
Act No. XII of 1884. 

8 . This crop, however, is not reaped until February or March, and the Sub-divisional 
Officer apprehends some distress among the labouring classes. For the present, paddy was 
coming plentifully into the market, and tho price of rice had actually fallen, at Ghattal. 

9. There is cheap and easy communication for the people of this sub-division with 
Calcutta, and tho custom of going away to find labour for a part of year is already common 
among large numbers. 

10 . It is therefore possible they may tide over the internal without assistance. I have, 
however, directed the Sub-divisional Officer to carefully watch tho condition of tho villages, 
and I shall myself be out on tour there within a month or two. 

11. Considerable loss'has also been caused in the other sub-divisions. From Contai 
I have not yet received detailed accounts; but the tract in Pataspore and Bhugwanpore 
thanas, which is suffering from want of drainage, is certain to be in a worse condition than 
last year. 

12. In Tiimlook the country to the east of tho Cossye was swamped by a breach a short 
way below Panohkura. It was similarly flooded last year, but boro can bo grown there. 

13. In thc'hcad-quarter’s sub-division damage has been done about Sabong, Pingla and 
Moyna on the south of the canal, but its extent cannot be at present gaiiged. 

14. On tho other hand, there is no doubt the abundant rain has done much good in 
parts where the crop had been proviorisly very backward. This was especially the case in the 
strip of Contai along the sea coast.

In continuation of my letter No. 3066—419Fam., dated 10th Septeniber 
1888, I ard directed to submit, for the information of the Go^^rnmei^ of 
the accompanying copy of a letter from the Commissioner of Orissa, No. 1843 R, 
dated 20th September 1888, and its enclosures, forwarding a report for the fort¬ 
night ending on the 31st August on tho present scarcity iu the districts of his 

Division, 
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2. It is satisfactory to find that with a seasonable rainfall the condition of.- 
the people has considerably improved. But the Lieutenant-Governor notices a» 
an evidence of the real scarcity of food .that while the works at Angul, when 
the labourers' were paid in cash, failed to attract'Tnore than some 300 labourers a 
day, the number rose at once to about 1,500 as soon, as the tehsildar began to 
pay them in grain at the dail}'^ rate of three quarters of a seer per man. It may 
be hoped, however, that with cheaper prices, improved prospects and the measures 
of relief which have been set on foot, all grounds for serious anxioty will soon 
pass away. 

3. The liieutenant Governor has nothing further to add to the observd- 
tions of the Commissioner, which appear sound and judicious.

2. No material change has occurred in respect of area and population 
a'ffected, number of relief circles, and officers in charge; hut the crops have 
been greatly benefited by good rain and favourable weather, and the condition 
of the people ger.erally has improved. 

3. A detailed list of the public works which are being carried out is 
given in the Sub-divisional Officer’s report (paragraph Sj. The total number 
is 116, of which— 

4 are road works under the District Board, 
i is the Cuttnek-Ganjam road work under the Public Works 
Department, 

no are Government khas mehal improvement wqrks. 

The Collector has been unable to supply figures showing the expenditure 
incurred and the numbers employed on works 'under the District Board and 
Public Works Department. The average daily number of persons employed on 
Estates Improvement wmrks was 944, viz. C87 men, 64 women and 203 phildrcn, 
at a cost of Es. 2,839. The numbers seem to have varied a good deal from day 
to day, probably according to the greater or less demand in each locality for 
labour in tlie fields. 

4. The daily average number of persons receiving gratuitous relief is 
shown to have been 1,624, viz. 315 mep, 366 women and 824 children. This 
number appears disproportionately large as compared with tiie number employed 
on village woiks. As to tlie excess over the.preceding fortnight’s figures, it is 
reasonable to believe that, as the working of the relief circles becanfe more 
thorough and minute, many new cases of destitution would have been brought 
to light. But though this explanation is quite satisfactory up to a certain 
point, I earnestly hope and expect that, wiih improved prospects of crops, 
cheaper food-grains, and the substantial, assistance afforded by relief m,easures* 
the expenditure on gratuitious relief will be found to have decreased consider¬ 
ably during the present month. 

* 6. Tuccavi advances, amounting to Rs. 59,853-8, were made to 20,724 
cultivators during the month of August, the amount advanced durino'the 
fortnight under review having been Rs 18,944-8. * 

6. The stock of lood-grains in the sub-division is reported to be sufficient, 
and maliajans in some places have begun to resume, their bu.sinesS of lending 
grain. Prices of food-grains have beoome fairly easy, the price of common 
rice ranging from 16f to 21 seers, and moong and kuUhi selling at .much the 
same rates. 

7. In the 7th paragraph of his report, the Sub-divisional Officer refers to 
the opening, as a relief measure, of paddy godowns at Pichkuli and Baligurh 
in the Western Circle No. Ill, and also of another suck godown at Jeifkia in 
the Rameswar Circle No. IV. As the purchases of grain seem to haVe been

6. South Ciiilkjt traota th« Inepectnr reports that heavy rain be^an to fall 

from tbe 20tb, and the people have taken advantage of this rainfall to go in fur tranaplanta* 
tk)n» The crops here will no doubt suffer severely, as they have, more or less, for the last 
three years { but, as pointed out last April, the people residing in this neighhourhood are not 
dependent on their fielia for a living. They have salt work, fishing, and other sources of 
sabsistenoe, and though more clamorous for relief than anywhere leee in the district, they are 
not really reduced to a state approaching starvation. A report from the District Superinten* 
dent, who has been inspecting the outpusts in that neighbourhood, corroborates the views 
expressed above. 

6 . The number of public works open in or near the affeited tracts within the sub¬ 
division are detailed by Mr. Taylor in paragraph 3 of his report. In addition to these works, 
two small tanks have been excavated at Nathpur and Satpara to reliere the distress south of 
the Chilka under the supervision of the Salt Inspector. 

7. The daily average numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief in the sub-division are given 
in paragraph 4 of Mr. Taylor’s repoit. In Satpara the expenditure during the fortnight bus 
been only Bs. 13-7. 

8. Mr. Taylor gives the daily averages of men, women, and children employed on works 

in paragraph 5 ot his report, but these fi<:ur> B apply only to those employed on workssdesciihed 
in 3(d). (a) To these should be added 9G0 or 64 persons a day employed id the South Chilka 

tracts. For (a and 5) works no accurate figures have been supplied me either by the Executivo 
or the District Engineer. 

9. As regards clauses (6), (7), and (8) of Chapter I, I have little ttadd to Mr. Taylor’s 
report, except to point out that tiiouoh advances have been freely aiven, yet the amount so 
given is probably not 25 per cent, of the amount applied for. In the Sudder sub-division 
a number of applications for advances was made during the fortnight, but they were refused 

' by me in every case, as I was saiiefied that they were not legitimate demands for assietanoe, 
but merely attempts to obtain lunds for paying rent, or for other ot'jecis than those 
represented in these applications. In Satpara the expenditure dining the fortnight on woiks 
and gratuitous relief has been Us. 214-7-3. The balance in hand was Rs. 35-13-1, and lis. 100 
has been sent afterwards. 

10. It will also appear, from Mr. Taylor’s report, that the instructions conveyed in the 
remaining chapters of the Famine Code have been carried out so far as has been practicable, 
considering the peculiar conditions of this distress, which has been lelt in all its intensity by 
only the poorest classes over a large urea, though no doubt the numbers affected would have 
heeu much larger but for the timely assistance given, chiefly in the form of advances under 
the Agr'.cultuiists Loans Act. 

11. I need only add that, in accordance with paragraph 6 of your No. 16^711 of the 
28th uKimo to 4116 Government oi Bengal, I issued instructions to the Sub-divisional Oliioec 
on the 30th ultimo (as reported to you in my No. 881 of that date) to restrict the grant 
of advances in future to residents »f villages, where there had been failure lust year of at 
least halt the crop, and to issue instructions to all circle officers that gratuitous relief should 
in future be confined strictly to those who cannot work for their living. This has now been 
done. 

12. Though the numbers who have been relieved gratuitously during the past fortnight 
exceed those that were so treated in the preceding one, I am not preputed lo admit that such 
relief has been granted hitherto too freely. Fiom a permal ot the diaiiea and nominal rolls, 
it appears that Circle Inspectors have, as a rule, been exercising areat care in this matter. 
The only case where I am inclined to think that the Circle Inspector has been perhaps too 
generous, espeeially to Brahmins and other respectable Hindus, is in the Banpur Circle. I 
propose going there very shortly, and wfil test the work done in this circle, and if 'I find 
my Buepiciuns ate confirmed, will take measures to prevent a conifauimce of this ill-juiiged 
liberality. Meanwhile, very stringent orders have bee" sent bv Mr. Taylor forbidding the 
grant of gratuitous relief, except where jj ,g actually judispensable.

Chapter I, section 9, Famine Code .—In accordance with section 9, Chapter I of the 
Famine Code, 1 have the honour to submit a report lor the fortnight ending on the Slst 
August 1888. 

1. The area of distress during the fortnight under report, the portion of the population 
sfifected, and ihe number of lelief circles, remain much the same as was given in my last report. 
The only differenoo as regards circles is that I have placed Baboo Darpanarain Das iu charge 
of zillab Baibhadsupui in addition to Banpur, us Baboo Gagau Chuudra Bas had more than he 
could do in zillah Rumeswar and Kubuii. 

2. • Sfcfiou 9, clause 2.—The general state of the affected tracts has improved during 
the fortnight^ owing to the good rainfall, Opening of so many works, and the improved stale 
of the crops, 

For the north-east circle Baboo Nadia Chand Butt reports that "the state of the rice 
crop throughout is encouraging. The mandia crop at places, and chiefly on the side of 
Bhargavi and Dayah rivers, is excellent, and will be gathered within a fortnight. The beali 
crop on the hanks of Bhargavi and Dayah rivers is very good, but unfortunately this crop 
is limited" in ziliahs Kboorda and fapung. The panichi riue crop in zillah Bandimal will be 
gathered within the 15th of the ou/rient month. 
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The rainfall is good at present. A statement for the fortnight obtained from the 
Eorester of Dandiroal is given below , 
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“ During tho fortilight under report the condition of the people is improving, and that 
no death from starvation will occur if tho relief operations continue up to the end of the 
current month.” 

Fot*the North-West Circle, Moonshi Dadar Buksh reports that “the state and prospects 
of crops at present are not very promisino everywhere. 

“ The rainfall in the first fortnight wuu 6‘85 inches, and second fortnight 8'76. 

“The condition of the distressed people in general is gradually improving. The cause of 
this may he attributed to the adult memliers being able to get field and other works, and 
their condition will be more so if some more works be started here and there. 

“On the 20th ultimo, while I was returning from Puniara, I heard from a passenger 
at Makund Prosad that one old woman was lying on the road at Padanpur and was about 
to expire. On this I immediately sent my peon with some chura and sugar. The peon 
went to the spot and fed her and informed me of the matter. As there was heavy shower that 
evening, I sent a cart and brought her here, h ire was made, and she was warmed and fed 
with milk for several days together. She is now improving, and there is no fear for loss of 
her life. Had not the raaiter been brought to my notice immediately, she would have most 
probably breathed her last <>n the road. She is under my care. This day a cloth worth 
annas 7^ has been given to her. 

“This old woman is now quite well and declines to go home.” 

It is reported by Canoongo Netranund Putnaik that one named Dina Barik of Kuaputin 
Haldia died of starvation. The zemindar of Haldia is to blame for this death, as he did not 
himself take proper care of the poor man, nor did he inform me of his distressed condition.” 

Baboo Uhagiiut Nand, for the western ciicle, reports that “the oupious and continued 
rainfall from 2()th to 23id ultimo, and the occasional showers since fa’lleu* have enabled the 
ryots to puddle all the lands; hut as the rain came too late, and as the plants wore previously 
attacked with mnoH, the outturn of the paddy crop wilPbe very poor. 

“Heretofore suan was rendering great assistance to the people, but after puddling it has 
totally disappeared. The people are now managing with the wages they get for weeding, doing 
work on roads, bunds, &c., executed from the Estates Improvement Fund and the gratuitous 
relief distriiiuted among them. After 8 or 10 days the grain from weeding will be discon¬ 
tinued. Mandia has been grown on a limited scale in this circle for want of sufficient 
surplus waste lands, and no material assistance can be expected from this source. 

“As reported before, 4 annas of the total population have no property whatever and live 
by day labour. Three annas of these will have to be kept up by supply of labour, and the 
remoining one anna, physically unfit to do work, by gratuitous relief at least up to eud of 
November. 

“ The only case of death from starvation that came to my notice is that of Madhub Guru 
of Hathnst. The sarbarakar reported his death to have resulted from starvation. I visited the 
place on the 24ih ultimo, and after enquiry came to know that Hadhub had been to Calcutta 
and returned home, being attacked with dysentery. He suffered from the disease for two 
months, and was improving when this scarcity of food-grains appeared. He was compelled 
to take tuan which aggravated his illness, and he died on the 12th ultimo.” 

For Bameswar Circle Baboo Oagan Chundra Das reports that “ the prospect of the crop 
is yet uncertain. Tho weeding is in progress in most fields. Generally speaking, it may 
be said that tne prospect of crop— I mean paddy—is good from Nalsing and Barpakharia 
to the north and Kuhuri to the south, and in other parts not very encouraging. The large 
tracts of land from Sarpani to Siko, and from Siko to Gur Mantir, and to the south and 
west of it, hold out a very bad prospect, and I believe there will be more or less complete 
failure of the crop; but 1 must say it is yet in a state when it is difficult to speak with certainty 
the one way or the other. 

“There was good rainfall on 17th, 24th, and 25th Augnst 1888, and sprinkling of it on 
•everal other days. 

“ The lower rates at which the construction of improvement works has he4n given to 
piece-workers do not attract the people, and 1 am glad to note this has not interfered much 
with the field work. At present the people are engaged in weeding the paddy-fields, bat in 
a few days the weeding will be over, and they will be thrown oat of employment, and ifill 
be helped by the work in these roads and dams we are constcacting for tiding over the 
present difficulty. There is some work on the Public Works Department road, and the con¬ 
tractors complain uf the difficulty of getting coolies now. 
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made locally, and no competition with grain-dealers is allowed, the measures^ 
in my opinion, are free from objection. 

8. The instructions issued by the Collector to the Sub-divisional Officer 
for restricting the grant of advances, and to all circle officer? for confining 
gratuitous relief strictly ,to those who cannot work for their living {vide 

P aragraph 11 of the Collector’s report), were confirmed by me without delay, 
t is most desirable that, having enabled the cultivators by the grant of neces¬ 
sary advances to tide over a period of sharp pressure, we should uradually 
withdraw and make way for the revival of customary transactions between 
them and the mahajans, wherever the latter are willing or may appear prepared 
take our place. Our policy now should be, as 1 have impressed on the 
Collector, not to maintain fully and continuously the system which we have 
hitherto been compelled to apply, but to contract or suspend operations from 
time to time by the light of daily experience and observation, and again, if 
necessary, to renew them. • 

9. The Sub-divisional Officer has observed, in paragraph 9 of his report, 
that “anyhow a further sum of Rs. 10,000 should be sanctioned for gratuitous 
relief.” The Collector has left the remark unnoticed, and I am disposed to 
think that it is unnecessary at present to ask for any additional specific sura. 
Before accepting any estimate in this matter, it will be best to await the results 
or the instructions lately given by the Collector. Any reasonable amount that 
may in the meantime be urgently needed I will myself sanction in ariticipation 
of the approval of Government. But at present 1 really fail to see how, if the 
prospects of crops have greatly improvi d, if grain be fairly cheap anrt employ¬ 
ment everywhere available, and if the Circle Inspectors have nearly gauged tho 
full extent of helpless destitution, we can be justified in apprehending a conti¬ 
nuance or increase of such distress. The interests of distressed persons them¬ 
selves, and of the public alike, require that the administration of gratuitous 
relief in villages, which is specially open to abuse and injurious in its tendencies, 
should be firmly restricted or oiseontinued at tho very earliest opportunity. 

10. I again regret to note that a few deaths (8) have been reported as 
being more or less due to starvation. Of these, not more than one (if even 
one) can be proved to have resulted from starvation alone. Sad as such occur¬ 
rences are, J fear that they are not peculiar to Khoorda, but are commr)n in 
most years to all thickly-populated countries and districts. At the present 
time each such occurrence is reported with an avidity that is unknown in 
ordinary years, when it would probably be ascribed to the disease most 
prevalent for the time being. I am convinced that all reasonable precautions 
have been taken for the saving of life, and that the circle oHicers can in no 
way be held responsible for such isolated cases of death as have been specially 
brought to notice. 

11. In paragraphs 6—9 of his report, the Collector has furnished, a few 
details regarding the administration of relief in the South Chilka tracts. The 
necessary assistance has been rendered quietly, efficiently and economically. 

. 12. I now proceed to make a few remarks regaroing the condition of 
Banki, Angul, and the Tributary State of Baiamba. 

13. Tlie special enquiries that were being made in Banki at the time of 
submission of the last fortnigtitly report (28th August) have shown that, with 
the exception of a very few villages in the extreme south-western corner of 
the estate, viz. Kalaputhur and other adjacent villages, there is no such 
pressure as is likely 1o require measures of relief proptrly so-called. But 
within the last two days Mr. Desgratoulet, the District Engineer, who has been 
on tour in that neighbourhood, has reported instances of individual distress, 
whicli lead the Collector and mvself to think that some special assistance may 
be necessary. As a precautiouary measure, therefore, we have resolved to 
open.some additional small improvement works in the affected tract, and to 
place them under the charge of the Distiict Engineer, who will also be supplied 
with a moderate sum of money for the relief of any destitute families which 
may ooitie under bis notice. The affected area adjfuns the roost distressed 
circle (No. Ill; of Khoorda sub-division. In another portion of the estate, 
where some pressure is felt, tuccavi. advances and district works will in all 
probability afford the requisite assistance. 

14. In Angul district there has been a steady improvement during 
tiic present month, and I expect that all cause for anxiety will shortly 
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^saypftear. For a time there '^ae a great scarcity of grain, and the Sstabes 
Improvement works failed to attract more than some 3()0 labourers ji 
day. But when the ehsildar lately imported 500 sbaunds of xioe from 
Talcher State, and began to pay the labourers in-grain at tho daily rate of three- 
fourth ffier per man, the number at once rose to about 1,500. Employment 
is >nov available in the fields, and fairly good crops of maize and marua are 
being harvested. These will shortly be followed by the beali rice harvest, 
.which ds expected to be good. The late or sarad riee crop also promises well. 
I am happy to state that the ryots of the affected trac* (the western half of 
Angul) have to a man declined to take tuccavi advances when limited to one** 
fourth of the small rents which they pay, a proportion which I considered 
suflBciently high under all circumstances, and that tiie sanctioned sum of 
Hs. 800 remains intact. The measures already adopted, viz. the remission by 
Government of fis. 4,917 arrears of rent, the relaxation ol Forest hules, the 
opening of Estates Improvement works, and the judicious distribution of small 
sums in the shdpe of charitable relief, have enabled the distressed classes to 
weather the difficulties caused by the almost utiparallel-d failure of the rains 
in June and July, and by the partial loss of crops in 1887. I consider that the 
tehsildar, Baboo Narain Chundra Naik, has shown firmness and resourceful 
capacity in d’aling with the recent state of things in Angul. 

15. Copies of the reports submitted by Baboo >anda Kishore Das, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Tributary Mehals, after his visits to the States 
of Bararaba and JS’arsingpore (now under direct management) were forwarded to 
the Chief Secretary witli my letters Nos. 1072P.W. and 1080P.W., dated 3rd 
and 6th September 1888 respectively. I need only here mention that, on tho 
facts reported, I increased the amount sanctioned for tuccavi advances in 
Baramha State from Rs, 2,000 to Rs. 4,000, and approved of advances being 
made up to an aggregate sum of Rs. 1,000 to petty dealers for tho importation 
of grain, and that 1 considered it unnecessary to make any grant for tuccavi 
advances in Narsingpore. I may add that in consequence of the imnroved 
position in Angul, and of his services being required for work of another kind. 
Baboo Nanda Kishore Das was not deputed to visit that district. 

16. Several of the Chiels in tho south-western half of the Tributary Mehals 
have beet\ obliged this season to give exceptional aid to their tenants, but 
owing to the comparatively .scanty population of these States, the distress in 
no case could have been so severe as in Khoorda. 

17. I must apologise for my delay in submitting these reports, which has 
been due to my being engaged in liolding sessions in Dhenkanal State.

I UWK the honour to Kubmlt the following renortin aceordance wiih section 9, Chapter 
I of the Famine Code for the fortnight ending 31st ultimo, together with a copy of the 
Sub-divisional Officer’s report, No. 531 of the 8lh instant. ' 

2. According to Mr. Taylor, “the area of distress during the fortnight under renort 

the portion of the population affected, and the number of relief circles, remain much the same 
as was given in his last report ■” but “ the general state of the atfected tracts has improved 
during the fortnight owing to the good rainfall, opening of so many works, and tho improved 
state of the crop.-.” ^ 

3. The conuition of each circle in detail is given in the extracts from the reports of 

Circle Inspectors, quoted iu paragraph 2 of Mr. Taylor’s report. ^ 

4. The views expressed by the Sub-divisional Officer are confirmed by the daily reports 

submitted to me by the police officers in chaige of every thauna, and outpost throu>*hout 
the distriot, and also by my own observations. I was touring about the sub-division "from 
the 16ih to the 25th ultimo, and was up in the western circle when the heavy rsinfsH 
(which was general all over the Bub-division) oomroenced on the 20th. Sneaking generally 
there is no lack of water now for the paddy-fields, which have been paddled and we^ed and! 
where necessary, transplanted. The laiter operaiion is still going on, and that ^nd weeding 
has afforded great relief to the landless day labourers, who have all along been the ©hi^ 
•ufferers Irom the prevailing distress. ^ 

It must be remembered, however, that the paddy crop is not yet out of danger 
The late rains have rendered it safe lor the present, but it is backward in a greater part of 
every circle, and a cessation of rain later in the season may still cause a oonsiderahla failure 
and consequently a renewal of severe distress. As tho Inspector of Rameswar Circle remarks* 
»there is for the present a lull iu the distress, yet the relief operations must oontimie for some 
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“ Five deaths from starvation were reported during the fortnight, but I have not hsen 
able to ascertain the truth.of the report, apdit must be received with caution. At the salne 
time I think the deaths may be dae wholly or partially to deficient nourishment. In falct, 

1 think many deaths will ensue when the .crops will first become cheap and available, as 
the starving people will eat more than they can digest. 

For the present, 1 should say there is a lull in the distress yet the relief operations must 
continue for some time. The nature and extent of the distress should not be considered very 
light in consideration of the paucity of deaths, as the tiine of death is not yet over, and there 
may be many more deaths in a few days if the relief operations are clused soon,” 

For Banpur Circle, Baboo Durpouaraiu Dae reports that “ the state of crop in this circle 
appears oh the whole prosperous and fair ] but the paddy plants sown in May and June on some 
lowlands in Simas, Chatragur, Kanthimal, Fanchupalli, Sunakhalla and Ninruna having been 
covered over by tuan grass have to a great extent been rotten after they were puddled. The 
ryots have, however, now recultivated a portion of snch lands and transplanted them with 
fresh plants, and there remain still more lands for transplantation. 

" There had been eufiScient rain during the month under notice, and no rain is wanted for 
a fortnight.”

STTMILART OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OR8BRVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY 
THE 28rH of SEPTEMBER 1888. 


At the close of the previous week the inrush of monsoon winds following in the rear 
of the severe cyolonio storm which had passed through Orissa on tho 16th still continued to 
flow over Bengal. The monsoon winds were, however, gradually diminishing in force, and 
for the first, two or three days of tho week only, weather in Bengal and over the Bay 
remained of very light south-west monsoon character. Pressure commenced to fall from 
the 23rd, the fall being generally moderately rapid at the stations on tho Arakan and Pegu 
coasts, and on the 24tli and 25th suspicious weather obtained in the east of tho Bay, but tliis 
tendency to the formation of a barometric depression passed away, and weather again became 
fine. The westerly element iu the wind directions then commoncod to increase in strength, 
and in some cases winds became oven north-westerly, and gradually tho -easterly and south¬ 
easterly winds which had set in on the 24th were driven back, and rainfall gradually 
became lighter and more local in character from the middle of tho week, and though 
on the 23rd a oonsidorable amount of rain fell, on Friday, tljo 24th, only a few showers 
were reported. At the end of tho week, therefore, conditions were clearly those which usually 
obtain at the close of the rainy season in Bengal. Pressure was fairly uniform over the 

{ )rovinoe; temperature had risen rather rapidly, and was about 2“ above tho normal; more or 
ess westerly, and in some oases even north-westerly, winds were reported at all except the 
extreme eastern stations. Humidity had decreased moderately at the western and central 
stations in the province, and tine weather generally was reported, rain showers being very 
few in number, and generally light in amount. 

Prmure —Has been above tho normal for the greater part of the week, though at its 
close it had hooorae nearly normal, and the mean pressure has been iu excess by amounts 
which range up to about a tenth of an inch at some of the western stations, the excess at 
Cuttack equalling 0 113 inch and at Hazaribagli O'llO inch. The general mean proissuro of 
the province has been above tho normal by about 0 07 inch to 0 08 inch. In Assam pressure 
has been in excess of tho normal by 0 043 inoh. 

I'emperature.—Owing to the comparative lightness of the rainfall dnrlng the week, 
tamporatiire has generally been in excess of tho normal. The moan temperature of the whole 
province for the week has boou l-5° above the normal, and in Orissa tlio e.xoess has equalled 
2‘5°, and in South-West Bengal and North Bengal the excess has been 2°. In Assam a slight 
excess of 0'2° only is reported. 

Haiti full —previously stated, has boon comparatively light during tho week. The 
heaviest falls have occurred iu North Bengal, the stations in wbioh have averaged 1-32 inches, 
which is, however, more than two inches iu defect of the normal. In East bengal a fall of 1-10 
inches has been received which is again nearly two inches less than tho usual amount. Orissa 
and South-West Bengal have received falls, which average rather loas than an inoh, and both are 
about an inoh and a quarter in defect of tho normal. North Bohar has only received a fall 
of about half an inch or two and a half inches less than tho usual fall at this period; 
while South Behar and (Ihutia N agpur have received falls wliioli average about a quarter of 
an inch, and those districts are one and two-thirds inches iu defect. Tlie falls generally over 
tho province have therefore not equalled more than about 30 per cent of tho normal. 

Tho following districts have, however, received fairly good fulls during tho weekNuddoa, 
Rajshahye, Rungpore, Darjeeling, and Siugbhoom; while on the otlior hand tho falls in Bogra, 
Mozuflerpur, Diirohunga, Sorun, Shahabad, and Gya have hem partioularly s?anty.

(4) any lease, sale or purchase of land or 
any agreement for the same ;

(d) any newspaper in which any advertise¬

CHAPTEE IV. 

Of Rates. 

Part I *.—OJ imposing the Rates. 


101. The Commissioners may, as provided in 

section seventy-one, impose 
the following rates upon 
all houses and lands within the town:— 

(a).—The general rate not exceeding 13 per 
cent, on the annual valuation. 

(d).—A water-rate not exceeding 6 per cent, 
on the annnd valuation: 

Provided that houses and lands, no part 
of which is within 150 yards of the 
nearest stand-pipe or other supply 
of filtered water available to the 
public, shall pay 3 per cent, less 
than houses otherwise situated. 

(c) .—A lighting-rate not exceeding 2 per 

cent, on the annual valuation. 

(d) .—A sewage rate not exceeding 2 per 
cent, on the annual valuation. 

102. The water-rate shall be annually fixed 

Appropriation of tho hy the Commissioners in 

Water-supply Fund. meeting with reference to 
the requirements of the Water, supply Fund. 

The Water-supply Fund shall be credited with 
the receipts of the water-rate, with all receipts 
arising out of the sale of water, and with all 
miscellaneous receipts connected with the water- 
supply.

I HAVE the honour to submit herewith a memorial presented to His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor by some Catholic Missionaries, regarding the 
distressed condition of the people in the southern portion of the 24-Fergunnali8 
owing to the recent floods. A copy of letter No. 55IG, dated tbe IQthinptRnt, 
from the Collector of the 24-Pergunnab8, reporting on the above memorial, is 
frlso submitted herewith for the information of the Government. 
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2. I agree with the Collector in thinking tliat no aid is now required, 
and, from knowledge of the resources of the locality concerned, I do not think 
it likely any will be required when the floods subside. 

3. The further reports promised, and the result of the examination with 
the Executive Engineer of the embankment, with a view to the provision of 
sluices where needed, will be submitted when received.

I HAVE the honour to submit the following report on the memorial* regarding the recent 
. UerDwith returned. Southern portion of this district, 8ub7|,itted to His 

Honour the Lieutenant-Governor by certain Roman Catholic 
Missionaries, which was forwarded to me with your memorandum No. l40t.M.G., dated the 8th 
instant. 

2. I had intended, before the receipt of the memorial, to travel to Diamond Harbour by 
road and return by train, in order to obtain a general idea of the extent of damage done by the 
floods, and bad not started earlier because it would have been useless to do so while the crops 
were completely submerged. The actual damage done could only be aseertuined after the 
subsidence of the water, when the proportion of the crops which had survived the lono 
immersion could be seen. I accordingly proceeded to Diamond Harbour by road on the llth 
instant. The road passes through low and comparatively high couuiry, and a fair indieatiou 
of the effects of the floods iu the Diamond Harbour stib-dtviMon may be obtained from the 
state of tracts traversed. As far as Bistupur, 12 miles from Alipore, I found that the crops bad 
suffered to some extent, hut not very bauly, while in places they were looking extremely well. 
At Bis-tiipur itself great damage had been done, and I was inl'ormed that some villages to the 
north-east were equally bad. Between Bistupur and Eajaihat some villages had lost the 
greater pait of their crops, while others had suffered less. Picin Kajailiat to Sarisha, how¬ 
ever, the destruction appeared general, the whole country being ftucier water ; hut n small por¬ 
tion of the crops might even here survive on further subsidence of the water. Fr-m S-irisba to 
Diamond Harbour the crops lookid well, though laekivard, the couutiy being high on account 
of its proximity tb the river. In the neighbourhood of Diamond Huruour itself there was a very 
large expanse of green crops. On my journey ba k by mil, I found the conntiy under water 
from about two miles out of Diamond Harbour to Mograbar. North of Moirrabat, for four 
or five miles, there was much water in parts, but after that tlie cbuniry presented tiio ordinary 
aspect at ibis season of the year, and the crops looked well. The portion of the sub-division 
which has suffered most fiom the floods is, therefore, the tract hing between two parallel lines 
from liajarbat to Sarisba, tunning in a direction between east and south-east as far 
as the Sunderbuns. What the precise extent of the destruction in this tract has been it is 
still impossible to say, but I fear that hardly one-fourth of the crop has eEc.iped. [Jntil the 
water has subsided another foot or more no correct estimate of the loss can be formed, and 
I propose accordingly to have another local enquiry made at the end of this mouth, and shall 
then submit a further report. After that, again, another enquiry will be made when the 
rains have completely ceased, iu order to estimate finally the probable outturn of the crops. 
Although outside the above tract there are excellent cops, I was struck by the backward 
condition of the plants, and I fear that unless the rains are later than usual, even these crops 
will not yield a good outturn, owing to the delay in the bieaking of the rains and the 
short fall for some weeks after the plants were transplanted late, and they are not as fur 
advanced as usual at this time of the year. Their backwardness has no doubt also rendered 
them less able to bear the long immersion following the heavy rain wliieh brousrht about 
the floods. Transplantation could also not be completed iu many villages until after the heavy 
rain, and it may be even now going on in a few places. Good rain in the last week of this 
month, and even in the first week of October, is thus needed to ensure the healthy growth 
of these crops until the ear begins to form, I was glad to find in many of the villages 
submerged that there were still seedlings available, and that they were being transplanted 
wherever practicable. The extent of land thus cultivated will, however, be very small. 

3. For enquiry iu connection with the memori.il, I deputed the Sudder Sub-Deputy 
Collector to visit the villages in the Sudder sub-division, and the Diamond Harbour Suh-Deputy 
Collector to visit those in that sub-division. The former inspected the crops of 35 villages 
which lie north-east of Bistupur between Amgaehi and Bonhughly, and he estimate.^ that only 
four annas of the aman crop has survived, while the aus crops, owing to damage bv the floods 
will not yield not re than a three-anna outturn. I am inclined lo think th.t this estimate 
for both crops is loo low. The villages visited by the Diamond Harbour Sub-Deputy Collector 
lie immediately to the south of Mograhat, embracing an area of about six miles in lenoth by 
four in breadth. The whole of. this area he found under water, the crops being entirely 
•ubmerged, except about 400 bighaa in one village. The crops are, he fears, entirely lost in 
this tract. After every alloWanro for possible exaggeration and for crops which may yet 
appear alive above the water, it- is quite clear that the damage done in the villng, a visited- bv 
tuis officer has been very extensive, and that the people will be very badly '’off for some 
lime to come. Taking the enh-division as a whole, however, the Sub-divisional Officer 
thinks, and I do not believe his estimate to be too sanguine, that there will be a six-uhna 
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crop. In other pane of the district, notwitlistanding eume destruction here and there, there 
will, I think, be a fairly good crop. I do not therefore anrieinate any want of food, althria.,»h 
prices may rise. As regards the'villages where the s^ro >test damage has been done, I see 
no necessity at present for any relief measure. The destrmuion of the aman crop will be felt 
by the people later, when they would in the ordinary course have reaped the produce. In 
any case they would not at this season have been gathering in a fresh stock of food. The 
missionaries state that they are actually sutferiiig because, liaviug no crop in prospect, they 
cannot procure advances from the money and grain-lendeis. This is doubtless to some extent 
true ; but these advances cannot bo long withheld from them, and friends and relaiions will 
give temporary os'istance in grain or money to those who require it. In any case it is 
impossible at this season to undertake relief by road work-, as the state of the oountry will 
not admit of the construction of roads, and cash advances are altogether undesirable as a 
form ot relief. As regards the fishermen to whom the missionaries refer, it should be stated 
chat they have resumed their occupation and are likely to gain rather than lose from tha 
accumulation of water, 

4. On full consideration, I think that no oflitial action is at present required for the 
assistance of tha people in the flooded tract, and I am hopeful that none will be required 
later. Equally destructive floods have occurred elsewhere from time to time without relief 
being undertaken by the State, and it is reusonublc to expect that in this ckse also the pe^le, 
though suflfering a good deal, will pass through the calamity without the need of relief. It is 
satisfactory to note that in almost every petition which has been presented to me in connection 
with these floods, the only definite request made is that the zemindars may be desired 
not to press for rents, and in (iovernment estates that the collection ot rents may be kept 
in abeyance. The people themselves apparently do not anticipate that they will bo in' want of 
food. It is impossible to suggest officially to the zemindars that they should abstain from tha 
collection of rents, unless tne (iovernment is prepared t" suspend at the same time the collection 
of the land revenue—a measure which I could not advocaie in this case. I am, moreover, dis¬ 
posed to think that the zemindars will not, under the circumstances, be wanting in considera¬ 
tion to their tenants. In 1 he G ivernment estates leniency will be shown in the collections 
according to the condition of each tenant, and it may be necessary later to recommend 
remissiuuB. 

6, A further report a< to the state of the inundat (1 tract will he submitted to you after 
the end of this uionth, and a fuller report after the lotn 0 to her. The severity of these floods 
and their long continuance are attriliuted by the people to the blocking up of the drainage by 
roads, embankmeots and cross dams across certain natural outlets, and there appears to be 
much truth in this view. The insertion of sluice gates in siiiiahle places would, no doubr, be 
a great boon to the country : bur. the zemindars and their tenants have hitherto shown no 
readiness to provide the funds, and the works have been defeired from year to year. If still 
in charge t f the district during tiie next cold weather, I propose visiting the whole line of 
eral aulvinents with Executive Engineer, selecting sites for sluice gates, and making a strong 
effort to get the landlords and ryots of all villages lo be benefittid to subscribe, if the sites 
of the sluice gates be selected so as to serve the largest nuraiier of villages, the proportionate 
cost to each village would he reduced, and the probability of obtaining the co-operation of the 
landlords and ryots would be greater. 


To the Hon’blb Sib Steuaet Colvin Baylby, Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

Youb Hiinouk— 

We the undtrsigned Catholic Chaplains residing in the villages situated south of.Calcutta, 
beg to solicit Your Honour's kind consideration and the assistance of Government on behalf 
of the distressed population of the whole district in which we labour, in consequence of 
the late storm and the complete ruin of their crops. 

We respectfully represent that, in more than forty villages over which our ministrations 
extend, the poor inhabitants, Christians as well as Hindoos, are left without any hope of a 
harvest this year, and owing to the nbunduuce of water canuut have recourse to fishing 
which is their means of sunsistence at this time of the year. 

Wo have liberally spent what scanty means we had for the relief of their misery; 
but the magnitude of the calamity forces us to apply to Government for aid. 

What makes the situation of our pour villagers quite helpless is that they cannot, as 
in other years, live by small loans of paddy which they borrow on the secmiry of the coming 
harvest. 

Living, as we do, for a great number of years in the very midst of these poor people, 
wo think that We are beet able to point out their real wants and to see that the assistance 
reiicbes the truly needy. This is what prompted us to submit ihe present memorial, and to 
entreat Your Honour to give it your favourable consideration.

2. It will be seen that the injury to crops has been greatest in the 
Sudder sub-division. 

• 3. The enquiries I have made satisfy me that tiiere neither is any severe 

distress, nor is there any likely. The discomfort will pass away with the 
subsidence of the water, which has already fallen. 

4, The flood of 1886 followed on two years of drought, and found the 
cultivators in some- difficulty at tlie commencement. It was fallowed by 
inordinately good cold-weatlier crops, and the two intermediate years have 
been years of good liar vest. The ryots are thus well set up, and meet the 
present calamity with the advantage thus given. 

6. It was feared in 1885 that sickness might attend the drying qp of 
the floods, but none came, and it is to be hoped tnat none may come this 
year. 

6. Some sickness then appeared among cattle, owing, it was believed, to 
the use of the fresh vegerarion as food. If this should occur, some help in the 
shape of veterinary doctors may be needed to meet it. Action, however, may 
wait till it is seen if the aid is needed or not. 

7. I do not anticipate that any other aid will be needed. One result 
of the floods is to increase the demand h)r labour. Road damages have to be 
Irepaired. Cold-weather crops, especially wheat, will be sown on a larger 
scale than usual, and the larger area needs more labour. Flood injuries to 
the houses of the well-to-do have also to be put right. All this affords 
labour to those who need it. The loans under the Agricultural Loans Act, 
for which budget provision exists, will permit of aid where needed to the culti¬ 
vators themselves, and I agree with the Collector in thinking it unlikely the 
whole sum available will be wanted.

I HSVB the honour to snhmi): a statement showing the estimated outturn of the aus and 
amun rice crops in this district in the present year. The holding off of the rains till nearly the 
end of June, and excersive rainfall in July and August, have been unfavourable to the rice 
crops, and a very large quantity of the aus on the chur lands has been lost. 

2. The floods of the Bbgairuthi have been unusually high in the Sudder sub-division 
(thannas Kaligunge and Nakasipara), and the spills of.the Jellinghse and Cburni were also rpore 
severe than usual m the Obupra and Hanskbali thannas. There has been much discomfort in 
the riparian villages, where flood-water has risen higher than in ordinary years on the village 
sites. 

3. I do not think that there is any severe distress, nor do I anticipate that there will be. 
One or two applications only for loans under the Agricultural Loans Act have been presented 
to me, which are now being enquired into. I have an allotment of Es. 12,000 for advances 
under the Agricultural Loans Act, and I do not expect that 1 shall have to spend nearly the 
whole allotment. The Budder canoongoe is enquiring as to the necessity of making advances 
in thannas Nakashipara and Kaligunge in the Sudder Bub-divisiou, which appear to nave 
suffered most from the inundation. 

4. I have also asked the Sudder Local Board to begin road works in the thannas last 
named, as early as possible, in order that the labouring classes may be able to get work before 
the harvests. 
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10 square miles were waste.. area affected by the Fatshnore breach is 16 square 

miles, of which five sqiiar,^ miles vijere waste. There was another isolated area on the 
right bank nearer (;ut?«a,^wh«e the Adjai overfibw joined a marsh which dverflt^wed. The 
area of danaage from thfs was five square miles,-though it, too, will’be com'pfensaied for 
• by thel boro or April rice cultivation, which will be carried on in the marsh. So far as 
.id known, there has boeh no extensive sand coating from these floods; and, as alrohdy reported, 
there was. no loss of life er cattle. It seems I was mistHken in sayinsr the Adjai flood 
Wis the hij^hest ever known. The Assistant Engineer informs mo that by his readings 
near the Bhedia Ruilway-etnti' n (Loop Line, East Indian Railway), the flood o£ 1883 was 
three feet higher. At Cutwa town, however, where the mouth ot the Adjai, as is usual 
with these rivers, is choked, the flood was the highest ever known. Its duration, too, was 
unexampled. 

IJ.—THE DAMTJDAR FLOODS. 

4. These were by nearly a foot the highest on record. As .regards their effect 
and the communication made bv Ambica Churn Gupta to Government regarding them 
(received under your No. 59RG of 7th September 188S), wliioh I beg herewith to 
return, I cannot do t etter than attach a copy (extract) of a letter, which I wrpte to Lala 
Ban Bihary Kapur, who had addressed me ou benalf of certain maniorialisis, and. the 
public concerned, regarding the Jahkooli breach, on the subject. Every village in tha 
tract affected was visited either by myself or the Excise Deputy Oollector, or the senior 
Sul>Deputy Collector. In my first report I estimated the area of total loss and serious 
damage at 80 square miles on the basis of a continuous marginal belt.. On visiting this 
belt myself, I found that it was by no means continuous, and I have reduced my estimate 
to 20 square miles, of which 15 square miles were ofiTected by the Jankooli breach. Of the 
damage done by it, a considerable portion has been the work of previous years. No applica¬ 
tion for relief in any form, even-by loans under the two Agriculturists Loans Acts, has been 
made from this south Damuclar tract, either to my.self or to tny subordinates while on tour, 
or at ray oflice here. In this connection it is worth mentioning that a private relief fund, 
held by native mun**rcr8, gentlemen of g.iod position, which 'vas first raised in 1885 to meet 
distress following on the inundation of that year, exists in Burdwao. When tho disastrous 
fire at Culiia took place in .Vlerch 1887, this fund contributed liberally to the relief that 
was then required. I enquired if the inanagors intendeil to take any steps with regard to 
the recent ll 'ods, and w.-is informed tiiat tnere was abs dately no occasion for doing so, as all 
that the people had suffered from was the fright and temporary inconvenience inseparable 
from such an occasion. 

5. With regard to the Jankooli breach, I promised to bring the state of affairs to the notice 
of Government, though I believe Government must be acijuainted with the subject from enquiiies 
made in tho Puhlic VVoiks Dcpirtment on the many memorials which have been presented direct. 
The last orders communicated to this office were those conveved in Colonel McNlmBs No. 452j, 
dated 12tb March IhSo, and the subsequent orders received with your office No. 4f2, dated tiic 
18th March 1886, by winch the Collector of this district was forbidden to tike pri.ceedia..:8 for 
the closure of this breach. The aspect of the country at and from Jankooli is indeed deplorable. 
As far as tho eye can see, it is covered with a barren coating of sand, or a rank growth 
of khasia grass, a product wdiich is almost absolutely useless. The onco floiiri.“hing village of 
Jankooli is reduced to nine houses, occupied by labourers, and in all its urea there is not, as 
far as I could see (for I could not distinguish silt from sand in the prevailing slush) a 
single rood of cultivable land. The taluqdur of it, and the neighbouring villuga of Kalar.n, 
has lost all income from his taluq. This statu of tilings has prevailed ever since the 
zemindari embankment at Jankooli was first breached in 1881 j but whut continues to cause 
alarm,, and to keep up the agitation on the subject, is tho uncertainty us to how far 
the volume of suml which each flood carries through this breach will be borne and deposited. 
A map showing the area destroyed by sand was piepared in 1885, and the Assietmt Engineer 
informs me that another is now under preparation. Of course, in view of ilie deiisious on the 
subject already given, it is impossible fur me to suggest a remedy. I liave only to say that, 
after a careful consideration of the terms and o-ns* qiiences of the agreement entered into in 
1805 by Government with the Rajah of Bard wan, I think that any lemedy which imy be 
thought practicable should be undertaken by Government and not left to the p-ople themselves. 

6. 111 my letter to Lula Ban Uihtlri Kapur I have referred to the eomparutive sa ety of the 
country south and west of tho Bainiidar; and though this involves au engineering q iestioa, I beg 
permission to say a few words regarding it. The most casual observer, who walks, as I did, 
along both banks of the Damudur, cannot fail to be struck with the difference in^tbo country ou 
each side. I believe that u prominent motive lor the order which was passed in 1655 for the removal 
of some of the embankments ou the right bank was to afford relief to the left bank embankiueut. 
The wisdom of that order, as regards the country on the right bank, has been priwed ny the 
Sequel, for it has risen to a height which will soon secure it fiom any inundaiiou. Ii, theiefore, 
presents a solid hairier to the floods, which flow far above not only the fiehls, but tiie habit¬ 
ations on tho left bank. Tho relief which the removal of the right bank ernbaiikmeuis has 
been givia<r must soon cense to operate, and it is impossible to shut one s eyes to the catas¬ 
trophe which in eaeli successive ruins must ihreuteii the people and houses and crops and 
important public works—the Edm Canal^ if not the Kailway—•viiich at present -uie only 
guarded by the frail protections uf the left embankment.

. With reference to y<uir No. ISOOGof the 10th instant, asking if any relief is wanted for 
the people of the inundated tracts, 1 have the honour to'state that up to the moment of writing 
this report, no emergent cases of distress have come to my notice. 

2. 1 have visited almost the whole of the inundated tract, except the portion south of 
Eletngram, and it appears to me that time is yet required to develop any distress should it 
hereafter occur. 

8. The damages done hy the inundation have not yet been fully ascertained, all the lands 
not having yet emerged out of the flood, and the information in counection with it being still 
in course < f collection. 

4. Toe only relief naked by the people themselves as yet is in the shape of agricultural 
loans under the Act, of the aggregate amount of Us. 647, by about 62 ryots, of char Sujapore, 
Mongram, and Narsingpore, in the Sujapore portion of the flooded tract. 

5. In Agradipa, whiuh is comparatively lower than the Sujapore tract, the damage appears 

to be somewhat heavier. The zemindar informed me that he had relieved some urgent cases of 
distress. . < 

6. Agradipa is peculiarly situated, and the zemindar would sufi'er by desertion of his ryots 
if he did not interest himself in protecting tliem. The people of the Dhanras or Buna ham« 
lets only asked some relief work to he started after the subsidal of the flood, as they would 
soon be in want of work. 1 shall report again should any actual necessity for relief work 
hereafter arise. 

7. There can be no doubt that the inundation will leave a rich silt by which the ryots 
will largely profit. The silt in the Sujapore chur had, I ascertained, in places been about 
nine inches or even a foot deep. The lands remained under water for about three weeks ; people 
say the inundation has been of the longest duration known for some yiars. The layer of silt 
deposited must therefore have been comparatively thicker. I think we would nut be much ont 
of the mark to estimate the average thickness at four to six inches. 

8. The ryots were frank enough to tell me that under favourable circumstances they 
looked forward to a splendid rali crop. The only difficulty in prospect was to tide over the 
intervening period before the ripening of the crop. 

9. The ryots of Sujapore alone told me that the silt of the Bhagirathi was not so good 
as that of the Adjai and the Babla; that it contained a large mixture of sand, from which 
some of the lands would suffer. Their statements may only be partially true, but there can 
be no doubt as to the net result of the inundation in leaving a rich silt behind. 

10. A Very large extent of land, compared with that of other years, is expected to be 
sown with rahi this year. Time has not arrived in my opinion for asking for any pecuniary 
relief. I would only ask that fifteen maunds of Buxar wheat seed, in addition to that which 
I have already asked fur, and fur which I have promised to pay, may bo sent as soon as possible, 
tu be advaiioed to the must needy of the ryots, if necessary free of cost. 

11. 1 expect more applications for agricultural loans, and I think these loans to the limit 
of, say. Rs. 1,000 may be advanced. If this recommendation is approved, I beg that a 
canoongoe may be temporarily deputed to hold the usual preliminary enquiries necessary 
to the advance of these loans. 


Extract paragraph 12 of a letter, dated the 22nd September 1888, from the Collector of 

Burdwan to Lala Ban Biha&i Kafub. 

12. The sum is that, though the Damudar floods of the 27th and 28th August last 
were the highest on record, not a human life nor a single head of cattle has been lost in 
them; the damage done by them has been strictly local ; ay Deputy Collector and myself 
have not yet been able to report a single case requiring charitable relief; except in the 
damaged area, the crops in the country affected by them is the finest that it has 
borne for years; and even including the damaged area, the average crop is the finest since 
1886. But the chief result to notice is the extent to which the level of the country has 
been raised, and security against damage in the future been already attained. The immense 
difierence between the height of the country on the right and left banks can be seen by any 
one who walks, as 1 did, along both banks for some miles. The cultivators on the left bank 
already envy the finer crops and superior soil of their brethren on the other side ; and though 
they have been protected hitherto by the embankment from the river, which in flood flows far 
above their heads, they have only too much reason to envy their opposite neighbours for 
having at length attained a position independent of any such frail protection. In brief, 
though the floods of August 1888 have been the highest ever known, and notwithstanding the 
natural alarm and the great inconvenience which they created at the time of their prevalence, 
it can be affirmed ^at there never have been floods in the Damudar, which have caused so 
little real damage to the country on its light bank. On the other hand, the recent floods 
have brought inestimable benefits to .that country, by renewing the fertility of its soil, and by 
raising still further its level.

IR continuation of my No. 33RG of the 21st instant, I have the honour 
•to submit herewith copy of a letter No. 1320G of the 27tb instant, with its 
enclosures, from the Collector of Burdwan, reporting on the effects of the recent 
floods in his district by the overflow of the rivers Adjai and Lamudar. I am 
satisfied that Mr. Oldham, with whom I am in daily communication, has 
correctly estimated the amount of damage done. I make no remark on the 
engineering questions raised, which must be settled by professional engineers.

In continuation of my No. 12460, dated the 18th instant, I have the honour to furnish 
the final report on the effects of the floods of the last week of August 1888 in this district 
The total area, in which crops were lost or very seriously damaged by them, is 60 square miles. 

I.—THE ADJAI AND BnAGIEUTHI FLOODS, CUTWA SUB-DIVISION. 

2. lu my previous report, the area of total loss of, or very serious damage to, crops from these 
floods was estimated, on the details therein given, at 90 square miles. From the more accurate 
information now obiained, and a rough map furnished by the Sub-divisional Officer of Cutwa, 
this estimate must be reduced to 30 square miles. I have eliminated the loss from the Bhagiruthi 
floods, which were calculated to have affected an area of 30 square miles aliogetlier. Though 
the lands were entirely submerged, and the rice crops on them entirely destroyed, the lands 
themselves are all c/iur, on which rice is cultivated to provide for the event of the rivers not 
rising, but by far its most remuiierativo crops are wheat and other winter and spring crops, 
and these are most remunerative after a flood which has drowned the lice. It would be mi.-- 
leading, therefore, to retk<n ihe reci-nt loss of the rice on these tracts as Serious damage, even if 
it is damage at all. The Sub-divisional Officer’s letter No. 448G,"dated 22nd instant, a copy of 
which I beg to annex, shows this very clearly. Tne great duration of the recent floods, while im- 
jiroviugthe silt deposits, very much enhaticod the immediate inconvenience, and the damage to 
huts ordinarily done by a flood with prolonged wet weather; and in view of these facte, I have 
written for the Buxarwliea', which theSu.b-divisional Officer wishes to distribute,and will entertain 
the applications for the advances under the Loans Act to which he refers. Tho only special reason 
Jor considering the latter is that rent collections mutt stop till the winter crops are harvested, 
when they will be paid with inteicsit. The only request the people themtelves have made to 
me is to induce the taluqdar to stay his ordinary collections till they get in their raii crapa 
when, they say, they will pay him in full. 

3. My estimate of the area of total loss or serious damage from the Adjai floods was 60 
square miles. But from the Sub-divisional Officer’s map, I find that, instead of coverino a 
continuous belt of country one-and-a half miles broad on each side of the river throughout 
its course in the sub-division, as I first gathered from his diaries, the belt which they did 
cover is interrupted. Along the right bank it only runs for 10 miles in the extreme west 
of the sub-division. This was from the breach in the zemindari embankment at Fatehpere 
and was the scene of the heaviest damage done by the recent floods anywhere in ihe district. 
But even this tract includes a large area of waste land. The next belt of seriously damatred 
country is on the left bank of the Aojai from opposite Cutwa town, where the Bhagiruthi 
water joined the flood westward for li miles to the border of the Beerbhoom district. This 
tract of country has always been exposed to tho combined Adjai and Bhagiiuthi spill, and 
large sirelohes of it have been coveied for yeais with coarse grass, and the cultivation in it 
is not continuous and is always piecarious. The area is about 25 squi re miles, of which fully

In continuation of my No. 37R.G. of the 24th instant, I have the honour 
to submit copy of a letter from the Collector of Ilooghly (his No! 1231 of the 
Slst idem, with its enclosure) reporting on the damage done in the Jehanabad 
sub-division by the recent flood, and to request that a sum of Rs. 2,000 may be 
granted to the district, as applied for by the Collector, for gratuitous relief in 
rebuilding houses and for advances under the Agriculturists Loans Act. 

2. I accept Mr. 'I'oynbee’s views, and think it satisfactory that a half return 
inay eventually be expected from later crops on the flooded land, and that the 
present distress is confined to want of accommodation. 

3. I have in a demi-official letter authorised Mr. Toynbee to spend, in 
anticipation of sanction, such money as he may find necessary for immediate 
needs.

In reply to your circular No. 59R.G., dated 7th September 1888, and circular 
No eiR.G, dated'l4th.inBtnnt, I have tho honour to forward herewith copy of a report, 
No. 266, dated 19th September 1888, from the Sub-divisioiial Officer of Jehanabad, on the 
damage done by the floods in his sub-division. Althmigh this officer has only recently 
joined, ho was in Ghatal in 1885-86, and has a good knowledge of tho circumstances of the 
people in the south-west of the district. Tho Sub-Deputy (.'ollector, who has visited tho 
flooded tracts, has a thorough knowledge of the flooded tracts in which the Government khas 
mehals lie. 

2. I agree with the Suh-divisional Officer in thinking that no scarcity of food is to be 
apprehended, but that the people have suffered, and will have to suffer, considerable privation 
before they can rebuild their houses, and that the poorest of them may require some help in 
this respect, The’damage done seems to bo very similar in charaotor and extent to that 
done by tho floods of 1685-8ti, on which occasion tho (.’aloutta Relief Committee- gave 
Eb. 2,000 and Government Rs. 1,000 (excluding Rs. 500 for Howrah), besides an advance 
of Rs. 2,000 under the Agricultural Loans Act. Of the first sum of Rs. 2,000 all was 
expended, of tho second only Rs, 488, and of the third Rs. 1,900 was expended; in all 
Rs, 4,388, viz., gratuitously Rs. 2,488 and as loans Rs. l,90n. I would a^k therefore 
that for the present a grant of Rs. 1,000 may be made for gratuitous relief in tire way 
of rebuilding houses and Rs. 1,000 as advances under the Agricultural Loans Act. This 
will, I believe, meet all urgent cases, and the Sub-Deputy Oolleotor may he employed in its 
distribution where actually needed. 

3. The prevention of similar calamities in future is not a matter on which I can venture 
to give an opinion, as it is entirely an engineering question. As the west embankment of 
the Damoodar has been definitely abandoned, I fear there is no remeily. It should he 
remembered that ruhbee crops are grown over the greater part of the flooded area, and that 
most of the people nre connected with Calcutta and are fairly well off in spite of the annual 
inundations.

Riterring to your No. 1075 of the 3lst ultimo, I have the honour to submit the follow- 
tog report on tho floods which overtook the eastern and southern portion of tho sub-division 
to tho latter part of August. 





The moeesant downpour of the heaty rains in the lattw part of August the 

overflow of the Damoodar, Bupnarain, Darkessur, and d aariout khala and, rivets 
which join with the rivers. The eastern portion of the sub'divisiont consisting oi.the j uiisdio* 
tions ofSinguto andPursurah outposts, was thus overflooded by the Damoodar and itsbranohes, 
and the southern portion mostly by the overflow of the Kupnarain and partly by the 
Darkessur. It is a known fact that these portions, especially the eastern part of the sub* 
division, are ihore or less affected by the floods every year; but the last floods rose very high 
twice, and a groat portion of the country still lies under water. The Sub-Deputy Oolleotor 
learnt on enquiry that the highest flood this year rose about 18 inches above those of the 
previous 20 years, and his opinion is confirmed by the oldest men of the flood-afleoted 
tracts. 

3. The last floods have done considerable damage to 07(^8. Before the floods, trans¬ 
plantation of paddy was complete in the affected tracts. The young paddy, both aghani and 
OKS, thus lying for a considerable period under water, was totwy destroyed. The enquiry 
made by the Sub-Deputy Collector shows that the cr^s of nearly the whole of the jurisdic¬ 
tions of Pursurah and Singuto outposts, and of thana Ehanaoool with the exception of three 
or four villages, have been totally destroyed.* In some places whence the floods have

4. You are aware perhaps that the Damoodar floods annually leave a large extent of 
land without paddy crops. The extraordinary rise of water this y^ar has doubled the extent 
of such damaged area. It is estimated that nearly the half or a little less of the total area 
(the crops of which have been destroyed this year) will produce rubbee, boro and other crop?, 
leaving the other half without any produoo. Thus, taking 100 &s the unit of the area 
damaged, I may make the following calculations

5. Taking these figures into consideration, and the excellent crops which the jurisdiction 
of thana Goghat and the unaffected portion of Jehanabad are expected to yield, I do not 
think there is at present any reasonable cause of apprehension of a famine or scarcity visiting 
the sub-division on account of tho loss of crops caused by the floods. 

6. Hnt I must note here that the last floods have not only destroyed the crops, hut 
have rendered many homeless. The mud-walled houses which are made in this part could 
not stand against the incessant heavy rains and tbe rise of tho floods above the ordinary 
level, and the result was that a good many houses in tho flood-affected tracts especially gave 
way, thus rendering many almost homeless. It is to this only that a majority of the people 
now suffer, and their sufferings may continue or even take a serious shape if they could not 
prepare their necessary sheds before the cold weather sots in. The Sub-Deputy Collector, 
who visited the flood-affected tract, reports that many poor cultivators, widows and beggars 
have become entirely destitute of homos or sheds, and they have been very sparingly oooom- 
modated in the houses of some neighbours who may havo one or two sheds of their own. 
Of course those who have means have already begun to rebuild some temporary shed, but 
the poor classes suffer considerably from want of sufficient accommodation. To alleviate the 
sufferings of those classes who have no moans to make new houses within a reasonable time, 
tho Sub-Deputy Collector proposes that some aid may be given to them for the recon¬ 
struction ot small sheds wherein they may live; and I, agreeing with this view, would 
request you to obtain a grant of Es. 2,000 for the relief of those who have no means left to 
build houses before the severity of the cold weather tells upon their health and constitution.

. Tho results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park-street Observatory), The barotnetor is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore -003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, aud the mean temperature apparently equal; and finally, the 
thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Survcyor-Oeneral’s Office during 
20 years aud upwards is found to read 0*6 higher than the Kew standard thermometer, which is the 
standard of reference at tbe present Observatory.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 
THE 5th of OCTOBER 1»88. 

Thb \freatber conditions of the past week displayed opposite characteristics at the begin¬ 
ning and at the close of the j eriod. For tlie first two days westerly and even north-westerly 
winds of light or moderate force prevailed fairly generally throughout the province, any rainfall 
was slight and scattered, and a moderately settled appearance was the general characteristic of 
the weather. On the fir^t there were indications of a change; the wind drew into North and 
North-West in South-West Bengal and Orissa, into North-East in Assam .and Northern 
Bengal, and into South-East in East Bengal, and though the weather remained fine, it became 
evident that a fresh inrush of monsoon winds preceded by a barometric storm was imminent. 
By the morning of the 4th the harometno depression had assumed a well-defined shape and 
position, tho centre lying midway between False Point and Diamond Island. The wind 
Circulation throughout the whole of Bengal was influenced by this depression, and was every¬ 
where cyclonic; but owing to tho increasing drjmess of the atmosphere, due to the larger 
changes of the weather, the weather remained generally fair, and, except in Orissa, very little 
rain was experienced. 

Pressure —Was unsteady during the week. It was decreasing on tho 29th of September, 
increasing generally between the 80th and the 4th of October, and decreasing everywhere on 
the 5th. It has been about the normal for the week, though at the close it was generally 
falling below the avenige. 

Temperalurc.~-Omi)g to the contimied absence of general rain, temperature remained 
high. Tho excess was greatest (2'0®i in North Bengal, and was considerable in Orissa, 
South-West and East Bengal, North Behar and Assam, while it was slight in South Behar 
and Chutia Nagpur. The maxima have ranged between Od” and 97“, which is rather high 
for the time of year. 

Has continued light. In North Behar there has been no rain, and in North 
Bengal only an insignificant amount. On the other hand, in South-West Bengal, the week’s 
deficiency has been slxglit, and nearly the normal amount of rainfall has been received.

The moan pressure, temperature, &c, are deduced from the traces of the Barograph and Thermograpl 
and from observations made at 6h, lOh, 16h, and 22h, 

The maximum and minimum temperatures are obtained from self-registering thermometers. All th 
thermometers are verified, and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and verified at th 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shod open at the sides, and are suspended four fei 
above the ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. 86, former!

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The primary object of this Bill is to repeal Act Vfl of 1867 (an Act to reduce the 
pecuniary penalty for purchasing from soldiers arms, ammunition, clothes and other 
articles), and so to enable the Governor-General in Council, under the provisions of the 
Army Act, 1881 , to authorise the imposition of substantial fines on persm-s purchasing 
regimental necessaries from soldiers. The experience of the past twenty-one, years has 
proved the fines which may be imposed under Act VII ot 1867 not to be deterrent. 
Unlawful traffic in soldiers' kits has been steadily increasing. 

The secondary object of the Bill is to repeal an obsolete Regulation of the Madras 
Code (I. L. R. 10 Mad. 108 ).

The results of the year under review, as compared with the previous year, 
show a decrease of Rs. 10,6G,52;5, or 5*3 per cent, in the receipts, and of 
Rs. 2,179, or ‘9 per cent, in the charges. There was a decrease under all tho 
heads of receipts ; that under the head of Duty was due to smaller clearances, 
and that under tho head of Rent of warehouses to the reduction of tho rate of 
rent from Rs. 5 to Rs. 3 per 1,000 maunds. The decrease in tho charges was 
nominal. 

3. The total quantity of salt in stock at the commencement of the year 
was 10,14,529 maunds: of this 8,49,348 maunds had been imported, and the 
remainder wms excise salt. During the year 99,86,076 maunds were imported, 
and 1,03,559 maunds were mamxfactured, aaainst 1,03,79,688 maunds and 
66,483 maunds, the corresponding figures for last year. The stock in hand at 
the close of the year was 11,75,347 maunds. Importation of salt was confined 
during the year to the ports of Calcutta and Chittagong. There was a decrease 
of 3,93,349 maunds as compared with the total quantity imported in the pre¬ 
vious year. Salt was imported chiefly from the United Kingdom, Bombay, 
Arabian and Persian Gulfs, and Aden. The trade with Italy, which was 
formerly only second in importance to that with tho United Kingdom, ceased 
entirely this year, owing, it is said, to the growth of transactions with Aden 
and other Arabian ports. The receipts from the Arabian and Persian Gulfs 
and Aden are increasing ra 2 )idly, but the absence of imports from India, and 
the recent development of Perim as a coaling station, are likely to interfere 
with the facilities for exporting salt from the latter port. The clearances 
of salt from ship-board showed a decrease of 4,35,806 maunds, or 5'5 percent., 
in Calcutta, and an increase of 23,197 maunds, or 28 per cent., in Chittagong. 
The total quantity cleared from bond in all ports amounted to 17,59,788 
maunds, against 18,09,213 maunds in 1886-87, and realized a duty of 
Rs. 36,75,377, against Rs. 36,18,426. 

4. Salt was manufactured under the Excise Rules in Orissa alone. Com¬ 
pared with the previous year, the quantity of salt manufactured in Cuttack 
diminished by 12,626 maunds, owing partly to the reduction in the number of 
aurungs, and partly to the loss sustained during tho heavy rains of June and 
July 1887. In Balasore the decrease, amoimtingto 32,532 maunds, was caused 
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by large importations of Liverpool salt; while in Pooree there was an 
increase of 82,134 niaunds, due to the resumption of business by the manufac¬ 
turers, who, being apprehensive of the Madras Roles, had given up the industry 
in the previous year. The sales of excise salt decreased from 2,30,657 niaunds 
to 1,82,860 maunds in quantity, and the amount of duty realized fell from 
Ra. 4,71,315 to Ils. 3,82,854. 1'he decrease is attributed to the importation 
of salt from Gan jam and Liverpool, and to the cessation of the manufacture 
of Punga salt. 

5. The consumption of salt in the saliferous districts fell off from 
10,68,515 maunds in 1886-87 to 10,62,402 maunds in the past year. The 
decrease occurred in all the districts except Chittagong and Balasore, where there 
were small increases of 571 maunds and 851 maunds respectively. There was 
an increase of 80, or 22 2 per cent., in the number of seizures, while there was 
a decrease of 1,123 maunds, or 69 per cent., in the quantity of salt attached, 
and of 525 maunds, or 91‘4 per cent., in the quantity of salt confiscated. The 
number of cases instituted for offences against the Salt laws.incrcascd from 
425 in 1886-87 to 501 in the present year. The amounts realized as fines and 
disbursed as rewards were Rs. 2,300 and Rs. 1,307, against Rs. 2,327 and 
Rs. 1,904, rc.spoctively, in the previous year. 

6 . The following table compares the despatches of salt into the interior 
by the different water routes and railways during the past two years— 
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From the figures given above, it appears that there was a decrease of 
1,33,712 maunds in the quantity of salt conveyed by water, and an increase of 
3,984 maunds in the despatches by rail 

7. The quantity of salt bonded during 1887-88 was 21,53,021 maunds, 
against 21,01.423 maunds in the previous year. The increase occurred entirely 
in the bonding of Liverpool salt, and may be ascribed to the reduction in the 
rate of rent which came into operation at the beginning of the year. The 
quantity remaining in store at the end of tho year was 10,37,324 maunds, 
against 8,08,374 maunds at the commencement.

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resolution on the report on the OUTSTILL SYSTEM IN 

HOOGHLY AND HOWRAH. 


FINANCIAL DEFAETMENT EXCISE. 

Darjeeling, the \Zth Octqber 188». 

EESOLUTION. 

When the outstill sygtem was generally introduced in these Provinces, one 
of the tracts excluded from its operation was the Revenue district of Hooghly, 
including Howrah.- Subsequently the sub-division of Jehanabad, which was 
under the outstill system, was transferred from the jurisdiction of Bnrdwan to 
that of Hooghly. The shops in the excluded tracts were supplied from five 
distilleHes (Bhastara, Radhanagore, Mohiari, Hooghly and Serampore), of which 
the first three were situated at some distance from district or sub-divisional head¬ 
quarters. One of the recommendations of the Excise Commission was that the 
Bhastara and Radhanagore distilleries should be closed, and that the Mohiari 
distillery should be removed to the head-quarters of the Uluberla sub-division. 
The Board of Revenue, on examining the question in communication with the 
local oflScers, came to the conclusion that a preferable measure would be the 
extension of the outstill system to the whole area hitherto supplied with liquor 
from these distilleries. It was pointed out that the fees realized from Bhastara 
and Radhanagore did not even cover the expenses of the repairs of the buildings, 
much less the cost of the establishment maintained at the distilleries. The fees 
paid in 1886-86 were Rs. 106-14, against establishment charges only of Rs. 1,900. 
And there were clear indications that the requirements of liquor-consumers were 
to a great extent supplied by smuggling from the adjoining outstill tract. The 
proposed distillery at Uluberia, on the other band, would have had to supply a 
tract separated by river only from the outstill jurisdiction of the 24'Pergunnah8 
on one side and Midnapore on the other, and there was evidence that smuggling 
of outstill liquor was rife in this part of the Howrah district. The Board 
accordingly, influenced by the strong representations of the local officers, 
recommended, in preference to the proposals of the Excise Commission, the 
extension of the outstill system to the whole of the Hooghly Revenue district, 
with the exception of a densely populated suburban area extending from Mugra 
to the southern limit of the Howrah Municipality. This proposal was accepted 
by Sir Rivers Thompson in Government orders . No. 2071T—E, dated 3rd 
November 1886, as well as the Board’s proposal to appoint a specially qualified 
Excise Deputy Collector to supervise the arrangements connected with the change 
of system. As was observed in Government Resolution, dated 6th December 
1887, the result was the reduction of the number of distillery shops from 139 to 
47, while the number of outstills in the district was only increased from 30 to 62. 
In November 1887, the Lieutenant-Governor received from the Secretary to the 
Indi m Association a letter in which it was declared that, under the new system, 
facilities for obtaining liquor had been provided; that the price of liquor had 
been largely reduced; and that crime, immorality and drunkenness had 
increased. Tlie Association supplied statements put forward by its agents, aud 
Sir Steuart Bayley, deeming it right to cause such definite allegations to be 
thoroughly investigated, deputed to this duty Mr. E. V. Westmacott, Magis¬ 
trate of Howrah. 

2 . Before Mr. Westmacott’s report was submitted, it was decided, at the 
instance of the Government of India, to depute a special officer to Madras and 
Bombay to study the systems of Excise in force in those Presidencies, and since 
that time the Secretary of State has requested that the comparative merits of 
the outstill and other systems may be carefully examined in their application 
to Excise Administration in Bengal. These enquiries are still under consider¬ 
ation. A copy of Mr. Westmacott’s report was, however, unofficially supplied 
to the Board of Revenue some time ago, and the Lieutenant-Governor is anxious 
that the recommendations which it contains may bo carefully considered in all 
districts helore the ensuing Excise settlements for 1889-90. The changes of 
system indicated in Mr. Buckland’s report are of such a nature as to require very 
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long and careful consideration, and would take a considerable time to mature^ 
even should they he eventually approved. Meanwhile, it is expedient to reform 
the defects discovered in our existing machinery, and from this point of view 
Sir Steuart Bayley deems it advisable to review briefly the conclusions at which 
Mr. Westmacott has arrived on the representations of the Indian Association. 

3. At the outset, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to express his acknow¬ 
ledgments of the public service rendered by the Association in examining 
the subject of the outstill administration in Ilooghly and Howrah, and layin<» 
before Government the allegations of its agents and correspondents. Those 
allegations have been fully and patiently investigated by Mr. Westmacott; and 
though some of them have not borne the test of enquiry, the scrutiny to which 
they have been subjected has had the result of making manifest several defects, 
which it is both the duty and the interest of Government to remedy. Notwith¬ 
standing that the recommendations of the Excise Commission in regard 
to the capacity of stills and fermenting vats have been nominally introduced, 
it has been found that the effect o^ these measures has bfeen practically 
neutralized, and the consutnption of intoxicating drink increased, by the 
selection of inappropriate sites for shops, by an unduly low rate of duly 
being fixed on the estimated consumption in calculating the upset price of 
the stills, and by the capacity of stills and vats originally fixed being 
“ afterwards increased in proportion to the fees the abkars were willing to pay 
for their licenses,” thus giving rise to an undue cheapening of liquor and 
offering improper facilities for its sale in the interior and its introduction 
surreptitiously into the urban and suburban areas under the fixed duty system. 
It is not too much to say that the safeguards which the Excise Commission 
considered absolutely essential to justify the continued existence of the outstill 
system have in this tract been so little kept in view that the system became 
scarcely distinguishable from that which in paragraph 102 received the severe 
condemnation of the Commission as being likely to foster the very evils which 
Mr. Westmacott’s report has brought to light. On this point the Commission 
say, in comparing the sudder distillery with the outstill system :— 

“ There is no difference in principle between the two systems, provided care be taken to 
limit the producing capacity of the ontstills, and to make the revenue paid on each propor¬ 
tionate to its capacity. On the other hand, there is a radical difference between any system 
under which stills are taxed according to their producing power, or a duty is levied on the 
amount produced, and any system under which the distiller obtains the privilege of making 
as much spirit as he can on payment of a sum fixed without reference either to the amount 
actually produced by him or his means of production. The Commission have no hesitation 
in condemning the latter for all times and places, whether it takes the form of outstills 
without limit of producing power, or farms, or any similar arrangement.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor accepts generally the views contained in the 
whole of this paragraph, and whatever may be his decision ultimately as to the 
possibility, under proper safeguards, of so working the outstill system as to free 
it frem the reproach of artificially stimulating the sale of an unnecessarily 
cheap liquor, he is confident that in this instance those safeguards have not 
been carefully applied, and the reproach above indicated has been incurred 
because the system, to which alone the Commission gave its approval, has 
not been properly, and with all its necessary restrictions, introduced. Its 
introduction at all into this tract was an exception to the general policy 
adopted, and it was therefore specially desirable that there should be no 
relaxation in the safeguards which were recommended. It is probable that 
in other parts of Bengal the errors brought to light by Mr. Westmacott may 
equally obtain; and without attempting to decide, without further experience, 
whether the outstill system, as safeguarded by the recommendations of the 
Commission, can ultimately be maintained, the practical matter for immediate 
consideration is the reform of errors in the administration of the system actually 
in force over the greater part of Bengal. 

4. It is unnecessary for the Lieutenant-Governor to discuss in detail 
each individual statement of personal experience which the informants of the 
Indian Association have brought forward. These have been examined by 
Mr. Westmacott. It will be more profitable to consider the general issues 
arising out of the representation which has been subniitted to Government. 

6 . The first point which Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry has established, is the 
extremely objectionable position in which most of the outstills have been 
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placed. Of the eight outstills referred to specially by the Indien Association* 
and reported upon in detail by Mr, Westmaoott (Singnr, Kristonugger, Amta, 
Haripal, Sripore, Chanditolla, Jhapurda and Juggutbulluhpore), every one is 
deseribed as occupying an objectionable site. It is shown that they are situated 
on the public roads, in the middle of villages, or close to schools, or at the 
junction of great lines of communication. It is impossible to avoid the 
conclusion that, in selecting tliesc sites, the Special Deputy Collector failed to 
have regard to some of the most important considerations of Excise Policy, 
and That his proceetiings were insufiiciently controlled by the local authorities. 
On this point Mr. Westmacott observes:—“Tiie outstills generally occupy the 
sites of previously licensed shops, but the fact tiiat liquor is now drunk on the 
premises to a much greater extent that before, added to the smell inseparable 
from the process of nistillation, renders the outstill a far greater public nuisance 
than the shop ever was.” It is also to be observed that those shops were very 
much.more numerous than the outstills, and the concentration of drinkers 
at the outstills called for increased care in the selection of their sites. The 
circumstance, to be presently referred to, that liquor has been much cheapened 
under the outstill system is another cause of the increased consumption on the 
spot, thereby bringing into greater prominence the prevalence of intoxication. 
It is Mr. Westmacott’s opinion that much of the feeling against the outstills in 
Hooghly has arisen fr )m their objectionable positions: and he recommends 
that no outstill should bo permitted within at least one furlong of any town or 
market-place, or any road leading to it. He al-o recommends that, where th'e 
dealer cannot procure an objrctionablc site, or is unwilling to sink his money 
in a temporary venture, the Government should take up the land required and 
let it out to the outstill licensee. This is a question on which the Lieutenant- 
Governor would be clod to have the Board’s opinion. There are obvious 
objections to the Government being more closely connected than it is at present 
with the direct manufacture and sale of spirits ; but from the point of view of 
increased control and bettor supervision the proposal has much to recommend 
it. It is clear tiiat spirit cannot be manufactured after the country method, in 
the midst of a populous bazar, without grave inconvenience to tlic comfort and 
health of the inhabitants, and without offering patent and needless facilities for 
intoxication. The existing arrangements must be thoroughly revised before the 
next settlements. Having regard, however, to the density of the population in 
parts of tlie tract in question, and particularly of the villages referred to by the 
Indian Association, the Lieutenant-Governor would wish the Board to consider 
whether it njight not be advisable in some cases to apply the system adopted, 
on the recommendation of the Excise Commission, for towns in which the 
establishment of central distilleries is not desirable. Liquor is manufactured 
outside the inhabited portion of the village, and is sold at retail shops 
in selected t'laces. Whatever may be the decision on this point, the retention 
of most of the existing sites referred to by Mr. Westmaoott cannot clearly ba 
permitted. 

6 . It is alleged by the Indian Association that, while the position of the 
outstills has facilitated the supfily of liquor and presented temptations to drinking, 
the lowering of the price of liquor has largely stimulated its consumption. 
Mr. Westmaoott’s enquiry has shown how seriously the price of liquor has been 
lowered, and how little restriction has been placed on the abkar’s nitural desire 
to extend his manufacture and his sale of the cheapened liquor. He admits, 
too, that these causes have necessarily led to an increase of consumption, 
though the conclusion ho draws as to actual increase in drunkenness among the 
drinking class, or the spread of habits of drinking to classes previously free 
from them, is nifferenr. Mr. Westmacott rightly draws attention to a mis¬ 
leading form of expression employed both by tlie Indian Association and by 
other bodies and persons who have discussed the question of Excise Adminis¬ 
tration in this country. The words “sobdoty” and “drunkenness” are 
frequently used to indicate habits and conditions very different from those 
suggested by the use of these terms in countries where no class of society can be 
described as total abstainers from the use of intoxicants. By the term a “ sober ” 
man is represented, not a man who preserves his sobriety, though ho may use 
sitimulants in moderation, but a man who rigidly abstains from their use; bv the 
term a “drunkard” is understood, not a man who drinks to intoxication, but a 
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maa who drinks at all. This confusion of terms has undoubtedly caused 
much misapprehension, and led to the acceptance and promulgation of very 
exaggerated views of the extent and intensity of the evils caused by errors 
in Excise Admini>tration. That the price of liquor has, however, been 
seriously reduced under the outstill system in Hooghfy there can be no question 
whatever: the remedy will be discussed further on. Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry 
has shown tliat in this particular tract it is not the case, as is generally 
supposed, that outstill liquor is weaker than that supplied from the central 
distilleries. An interesting table given by him shows that, especially atoutstills 
ih the vicinity of the sudder distillery area, liquor has been manufactured of 
a strength considerably exceeding that of liquor formerly supplied from the 
distilleries, while it is nevertheless sold at a much lower price. At Sarenga, for 
instance, in the head-quarters sub-division of Howrah, the strength of the liquor 
was found to vary from 18® to 16® under proof, and the price from 6 annas to 
10 annas per bottle ; while the three shops which this outstill hq,3 replao'ed sold, 
in 1886-87, liquor not stronger than 28° under proof at one rupee per bottle. 
Generally h(^ finds that in the Hooghly sub-division and in Serampore there is no 
material difference between the strength of distillery and that of outstill liquor. 
In the Howrah sub-divisinn outstill liquor is considerably stronger than the 
distillery liquor, but the outstills probably distil strong liquor to be smuggled 
into the urban areas of Howrah and Calcutta. The fact, however, that the 
.cheaper liquor of the outstills is yet as strong as the old liquor of the sudder 
distillery is an undoubted element in producing increased consumption. 

The evidence which Mr. Westmacott has obtained appears to support his 
conclusion that “ the cheapening of liquor has not induced its use among classes 
who previously abstained from it; and in the classes which previously drank, the 
number of individuals who use liquor has not been proved to have greatly 
increased : still less is it proved that there is more drunkenness.” He does not 
find that the allegations that habits of drinking have spread among women, 
among schoolboys, among persons of the higher classes, or among land-holding 
peasants, are accurate ; and his view is supported both by the statements of 
local witnesses atid by the opinions of officials of experience. Nor docs he find 
that, even among landless labourers, the increase in drinking at all represents 
an equal increase in drunkenness. It is clear, however, that such a result must 
follow if the reduction in the price of liquor were to be maintained; while 
nothing can be more obvious than that the revenue has suffered giievously by 
the very cause which promotes the consumption of spirits, and threatens 
the spread of intemperance. The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs iu 
Mr. Westmacott’s recommendations for the imposition, by raising the upset 
price of the outstills, of a graduated scale of dnty, beginning, on the border of 
the urban ana, with a rate very little L ss than that levied at the sudder 
distilleries. His recommendations on the subject of limiting the capacity 
of stills are not equally clear and convincing Apparently he thinks that a 
strict limitation will be met on the part of the abkars by having recourse to a 
shorter period of fermentation and using a thicker wash, which is found 
in distillation to produce a large amount of fusel oil, rendering the liquor 
unwhol' some. He would therefore forego the attempt to limit the size of the 
stills and vats. In this view, the Lieutenant-Governor cannot concur. Unless 
the experiment of limiting their capacity, or, in other words, of restricting the 
amount of proof spirit to be distilled in a month in each outstill, can ha 
successfully carried out. Sir Steuart Bayley is unable to see how the outstill 
system can fail to degenerate into one under which the outstiJi-hoklor becomes 
a farmer pure and simple, with full power and every inducement to cheapen 
his liquor and increase the consumption thereof to the utmost possible extent. 
The mere raising of bis upset price will not remedy this. It will diminish his 
profits in the firk instance, but this will only push him, by every dtivice, 
legitimate and illegitimate, to seek more customers. The attempt, tbrougli the 
medium of an upset price, to assimilate the duty paid by the outstill holder on 
every gallon of liquor manufactured by him, witli the slill-head duty paid at the 
sudder distillery, is manifestly nullified when the out still-holder has it in his 
power to increak his outturn ad libitum^ and thereby reduce the duty paid on 
each gallon; and under Mr. Westmacott’s proposal he would have this power to 
an extent unrestricted by anything but the limits within which his capital and 
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enterprise would enable him to push his sales. In facti the system approximates 
perilously to that which the Excise Commission specially condemned and 
desired to exterminate. The Lieutenant-Governor is' not blind to the dangers 
pointed out by Mr. “Westmacott, as well aS by the Commission, but he must 
insist on the safeguards of limited capacity in the stills, and a similar, though, 
in proportion, a somewhat less restricted, capacity in the vats, so as to avoid the 
temptation to too short fermentation, being given a full and fair trial, for it is 
his present opinion that, unless by this or some other means the outturn of 
liquor from an outstill can in practice be restricted, it will be exceedingly 
difficult, if not impossible, to justify the continued retention of the system. 

The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Westmacott in his views as to 
the expediency of fixing a more adequate minimum price also. The Board will 
be asked to give careful attention to these suggestions before the next settle¬ 
ments, and to report upon the suggestion, which at first sight docs not com¬ 
mend it'self to t|ie Lieutenant-Governor, that tlie excise .detective establishments 
should be plaoed under the regular Police Administration of the district. 

7. As has been stated above, the Lieutenant-Governor is not at present 
prepared to pronounce finally upon the system or systems to be adopted in 
Bengal; but with the removal of outstills from objectionable sites, a re il and 
practical limitation in the supply of liquor, an increase in its cost by the 
imposition of higher rates of fees, and an increase in the minimum price to be 
charged, it may confidently be hoped that the grounds of complaint, which have 
been most reasonably put forward in Hooghly and Howrah, will cease to exist. 
Mr. Westmacott’s enquiry, however, indicates distinctly, in the interests both 
of public morality and of the State revenue, the need of examining the 
administration of the outstill system in other districts in the light of the 
conclusions which he has established. He remarks “ Consumption has been 
allowed to increase, while excise revenue has been sacrificed by the policy 
of dealing with each district separately, and by permitting unnecessary 
differences in the inoidenoe of duty on liquor in adjoining tracts.” The whole 
scope of his report tends to support the opinion, which is held by many 
high authorities, that the administration of Excise in Bengal should, as in 
other Provinces, he placed under the charge of a special officer, whose duty 
would bo to visit every district, and examine and direct the operations of the 
department in personal communication with the local officers. This question is 
under reference to the Government of India in connection with Mr. Buckland’s 
report of his enquiry in Madras and Bombay. Meanwhile, Mr. Westmacott, on 
being, relieved of his present appointment of Commissioner of the Burdwan 
Division, will he placed on special duty under the Board of Revenue, and 
charged with the supervision of the approaching Excise settlements. 

8. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Mr. Westmacott 
for the thoroughness and impartiality of his enquiry, and for the lucid and well- 
considered report in which he has embodied its results.

In continuation of my No. 28RG of the 11th ultimo, I have the honour 
to forward copy of Mr. Vowell’s report (his No. 3478G of the 29th September 
1888) on the floods in the district of Midnapore, and to draw special attention 
to the part of it relating to the Contai sub-division. The engineering ques¬ 
tions, and the eventual result of the loss of crops, may he loft for future consi¬ 
deration ; the immediate question is that of providing shelter and food for 
those who have been rendered houseless. Respecting this, I telegraphed to 
Mr. Vow ell for further information, and he replies— 

“ Houseless, sheltered in remaining houses or in sheds or embankments, 
feed themselves by loans if poor.” The prices of rice, which Mr. Vowell 
quotes, do not indicate any scarcity of food, so long as the people liave where¬ 
withal to buy it. I am telegraphing to Mr. Vowell to spend whatever is 
necessary to provide shelter and food for those who cannot provide for them¬ 
selves, and to hire the boats he finds necessary for the officers deputed on 
enquiry. I approve of the measures he has taken, and request that the two 
Sttb-Ipepectors of Police whom he has deputed may be relieved by other officers 
deputed to perform their ordinary police duties. 

I intend to visit the Contai sub-division shortly.

* ' ° ° ’ on the recent floods complete for the whole district, my last, 

No. 1818 of the 8th instant, having dealt principally with the Qhattal snb-divisieu which I 
had then just visited. 

2. 1 have now been over the worst parts of the Contai sub-division in company with 

the Sub-divisional Officer, and returned through the centre of the bead-quarters sub-divisioo, 
which also lies under water. 

8. The flooded tracts are— 


(1) In Ghattal the Daspore tbana and part of Ghattal thana, rather more than 100 square 

miles flooded liy the Silye and Cossye. 

(2) In Tuiidook nearly the whole of Kassijora pergunnah flooded by the Cossye, 

63,000 acres. 

(8) In the head-quarters, part of Sobong thana and almost the whole of its outpost 
Mainah, 106 square miles. 

This area was flooded partly from the Kalinghai river bursting a zemindary embankment, 
and partly by water from the north breaking a tuccavi embankment on the Buxi kbal. 

(4) In Contai— 

(a) The Duhda basin flooded partly by water being jammed hack across the canal, the 
outlets to the east having silted up, 30—50 sq iare miles. 

(4)'Large poitions of the Bbagwanpore and P.itashnore thaiias, rather more than 150 
square miles, flooded through defective drainage. 

In the whole of these areas there has been very little immediate loss either of human life 
or of cattle, but the des'ruction of mud huts has been great, and deaths by siiake-bito and of 
children from drowning are common. The catile, as far as I saw, were not badly off, as 
there was plenty of fodder lo be found among the roofif of fallen liousee. 
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4. As regards Gbattal, the thana of Uaspore has been unfortunate in losins; its crops in 
1885 and again in 1887, and having had only a poor one in 18'<6. It has, however, the 
compensating advantage of being able to grow a horo crop by damming up some of the 
rivers. 

The flooded area has been i.lo’ted out into-charges by the Sub-divisional Officer, who 
receives regular reports on the condition of the people ; and as the sub-division is in close com¬ 
munication with Cdciittn, and the labouring classes are in the coiis'ant practice of going 
there to work, 1 do not apprehend cause of anxiety. The Sub-divisional Officer received 
Es. 200 from a former flood fund, and distributed a pan of it in rice, when the first rush of the 
water rendered it difficult to obtain provisions. The lu't advices from him continue favourable. 
The haimonto was being resown where possible, boro planted for seedlings, aud iubourers. 
going away in large bodies f . r woik. 

5. In Tumlook, the Kassijora pergnnnuh suffered the heaviest loss, but in other parts 
damage was also done. In Kassijora boro can be resowu. Tae pergaunah was badly flooded 
last year, but aftoi wards reaped a good boro crop. 

A {Committee to relieve distress has been started and a small subscription raised. The 
Sab-divisional Officer reports that some applications for loans under the Agricultural Liana 
Act have been made. The p <pulation of the sub-divisi m is fairly well-to-do, and many of 
the labourers emigrate every year for work during the cold season. The case of this sub¬ 
division will be sufficiently met by private charity aud by loans under the Act. 

6. In the Sobong thana of the head-quarters sub-division the tto>dsare said to have 
risen li feet above previous recoid, and it is marvellous there was no loss <•£ life. Even now, 
after it has fallen 7 feet, the water is high on the villages. The cattle driven on to the tops 
of the embankments were said in places to have been standing belly deep in water. Tne loss 
of houses here, it is needless to sav, is great. 

The Mainah peigunnah is a very fertile one, and in a report on the last flood in 1885, it 
is stated th.it, the people say of it, one crop in five is sufficient to support the population. 
Previous to 18''5 there had been a number of good s asons. The w.iter will run off in 
October as the Kaliaghai f ills; and I have requested the Executive Engineer to mike 
further cuts in the emhankmoat without calling f.ir se'-urity in order to facilitate this. 
Boro can be grown to a small ex eiit and winter crops, such as onions, kalai-hhmnt and til on 
the homestead patcl.es. 

The Oanoongoe has been engaged during the Wiek in receiving appliea'inns and making 
tbe necsiary enquiries under the Agricultural Loans Act, and 400 iietiti ms for loans have* 
already been put in ; the embankments have been extensively tireiched, and the expenditure 
on them must be large. Tne work is done by local labour, aud I have asked the Executive 
Engineer to start repairs as soon as possible. 

The people were already repairing their houses with mud, which had to be transported 
from distan'es in boats. 

The part of the sub-division will, for the present, bo watched by Baboo Bissessiir Banerjee, 
Deputy Colleetor, who has a thorough knowledge of the d'siriet, tind by the Canoongoe ; but I 
do not thiok anything beyond private cliaritable relief will be neces'^ary. 

7. In Cmtai we have first the Duoda basin. Little need be said of it except to express 
a hope that a remi dy may be fuind, as the sluices through the canal intended for its protection 
have only aggravated the mischief. The entire crop has been destroyed, and the water is 
still standing. Boro cannot he grown here, but there was a good crop last year, and there 
have been no floods for the previous ten. R lief will not therefore he necessary. 

8. The most serious case is that of the B iugwanpore and Pattaspore thanas of this 
8ub-divi'<ion. Here there is a lake of water as fir as the eye can reach. Even the homestead 
patcl es are submerged, and the houses are in many cases either fallen or half under water. 

A good (leal of the land is held by the ryotS of estates at present under Government 
management, and you are aware from previous rep gts how this area has be n l<mg suffering 
from destnicrion of its drainage channi ls consequent on the silting back of the rivers. Large 
tracts of the land have home no cr p for three or four years, and are becoming covered with rushes 
and water wo‘d, showing that the water stands throughout the year. The rim of the basin 
has this year been much extended by the heavy rains which found no outlet, and the water has 
deepened so considerably as to destroy houses even on elevated sites. 

There is no prospect of any crop, nor of any earbhwo'k in the immediate neighbourhood, 
and the mahajans are nanirally enough withholding loans, there being no visible security or 
prospect of any, Ilarveating in other districts will not commence till O ceraber, nor can much 
be done on roads or embankments locally before the middle of November at earli. st. 

9. Tne prospect, theref'o e, is serious; and if the Engineering Department find no imme¬ 
diate reined'’, and the pei)|)le do not emigrate en masse, widespread raeisures of relief will 
sh'irtly bec' me necessary. The Sub-divisional Officer, as you are aware, proposed to spend 
Ks. 18,<'00 a month on gr .uiit ms relief, the only form possible, basing his calculation on 90 
villages with a population of 16,000 requiring maintenance. 

Af er going over the ground with iiim, I do not think this exnenditure to be immediately 
necessary. The people are of oourse much deuresied by the outlook, but there were no signs 
of lack of food, and the villages seamed to contain the ordinary proportion of well-nourished 
persons. The children indeed seemed rather above than b low the average. They have been 
selling their cattle largely at low prices, as it is imposiible to keep them under tie circam- 
sta .c 8. Those that remained were in tai' condition. 
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There was no general cry for food, although people crowded round petitioning to have 
the water drained away. 

We met the Agent of the Oontai Rilief Committee. Only a small sum had been given 
him, and he had distributed some 20 maunds of rioe. We saw the Paitaspore zemindar and 
respectable persons of the neighbourhood. Prom none ■ f these did I gather that relief was 
urgent. I had also placed R«. 200 in the hands of the Sub-divisional Otfieer, but up to date 
nothing had been expended. The pinch, if it comes, will be from the end of October till the 
middle of December. 


When urged to go away to seek work, the reply of the men was that they cpuld not leave 
their families now without any roof to cover their heads. But in the end, ihe destmciion of 
the houses may turn out to be rathpr fortunate than otherwise, as having no funds to rebuild 
it may compel them to move off iu search of a kindlier soil, instead of lingering on in a state 
of semi-starvation. 

When charity or relief comes, I would, therefore, deprecate its application to the 
rebuilding of any dwellings in this submerged country. 

10. For ihe present, I have placed the Sub-Deputy Collector in immediate charge of this 
area. He will be ns'isted by two Sub-Manageis of the Khas Tehsil Department and by two 
Sub-In‘pectors of Police. I would request your sanction to the immediate employment of 
two other Sub-Inspectors to carry on the ordinary thana work. I pmpose these officers, 
because they know and are known to the people. They will therefore obtain reliable 
information more easily, and their presence will not lead to any general cry for assistance. 

My instructions have been to them to move constantly about, making unobtrusive 
enquiries into the condition of the poorer chases, and n-ting where r.-lief is likely to be first 
required, and advising the people to move off in search of work. They have also to find out 
where any boro can be grown, and, if necessary, offer Government loans under the A;t, and to 
assist traders in transporting grain for sale to outlying villages. 

Three boats will be necessary for this staff at a cost of Rs. 70 a month, and I also request 
authority to spend up to Rs. 5,000 in antioipation of sanction incase any urgent and unforeseen 
necessity may arise. I shall myself again visit this pait in a month, and the Sub-divisioual 
Officer will go there shortly before me. 

11. In conclusion, I have to report that the crops, where not damaged by floods, promised 
to be good over the whole district. 

Piices rose about 2 seers the rupee in the flooded tracts the week after the flood, but fell 

sgdn almost immediately. They now stand 
as noted in the magin, and grain is being 
exported to Caleuita. As you will remem¬ 
ber, prices were very low during the cold 
weather, and the ryots hold hack their stocks 
waiting for a rise. 

With the exception of the Contai sub¬ 
division, th" health of the people has not yet 
suffered. In Contai fever has been and is 
very bad, but this is not primarily due to the 
floods under report. Special supplies, of febii- 
fuge have liccn asked for. 

The District Board has been asked to 
start earthwork at as early a date as pos.sihle ; and 1 request that similar instruotious may 
be given to the Public Works Department as regards the embankments. 

A meeting will be held on the 3td proximo to ob ain subscriptions.

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fsmvTMATiY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
x AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 

TAKEN IN ASSAM, DURING THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1888. 


The weather conditions in Bengal during September are generally similar to those 
of the previous monsoon months. The south-west monsoon continues to bring up large 
amounts of aqueous vapour, and during the earlier'hreeks of the month the rainfall, morp 
especially in the western districts, is partly due to the Bombay branch of the monsoou 
current though the greater part of the rainfall is undoubtedly brought up by the current 
blowing’ from the Bay of Bengal. The Bombay branch, however, gives way earlier than that 
from the Bay of Bengal, and from the second or the third week it ceases to influence Bengal. 

- The Bay of Bengal branch also weakens during Septembet, particularly during the latter 
half of the month, and at its close it almost withdraws from the province, and thus the 
rainfall in September in Bengalis decidedly smaller than in July and August, and the 
decrease is also greater in the western districts than elsewhere, from the cessation of the 
Bombay monsoon current comparatively early in the inonth. , . , 

The intermittent character of the monsoon rainfall has been trequently pointed out m 
previous summaries. Each heavy burst of rainfall appears to exhaust for the time being the 
supplies of aqueous vapour available for condensation. Hence, after each such burst, the 
monsoon current falls off, and appears to die away in and near its normal limits. Local 
variable winds set in over the Gangetic plain and extend eastwards. This goes on until the 
moisture current in the rear accumulates fresh supplies of aqueous vapour and renewed 
energy when it again advances and gives general rain. The majority of these advances 
accompany a certain amount of atmospheric disturbance, which frequently takes the form of 
small moving depressions or cyclonic circulations or storms. These usually occur near 
the front of the increasing monsoon current, or near its limits of retreat. Hence these 
depressions may originate cither over tho land or the sea, according to the strength 
and other conditions of the monsoon current at the tirne. The chief meteorological 
features of the month are usually the depressions which introduce and accompany the 
bursts of rain. Their place of formation, the rapidity with which they follow one another, 
and the total amount of rain they give, depend mainly upon the strength of the monsoon 
current itself, whilst the directions which the depressions pursue, and the local distribution 
of rainfall, are determined by the local meteorological conditions prevalent during their 


formation and existence. x- /• • 

Normal dintrilmtion of rai»fall.—1\xe average distribution of rainfall for the month of 
September depends mainly upon the geographical relations of the province to the Bay of 
Bengal monsoon current, which are similar to those of the preceding month. The with- 
drawsl of the Bombay branch westward deprives a portion of the province (chiefly the 
western districts) of one of its sources of rainfall, and also somewhat alters the conditions 
and relation of the province to the other branch; Hence the average distribution of the 
month of September differs, more especially in the western districts, considerably from that 

of the two preceding months of July and August. • , . 

The average rainfall of the month exceeds 20 inches in the districts at the foot of the 
hills in North Bengal. Between this area and a line running west and east through 
Bagdogra, and also in a small area in East Bengal, including Fenny and Noakholly, the mean 
rainfall varies between 15 and 20 inches. Between these areas and a curved line defined by 
the stations of Bettiah, Durbhunga, Bhagnlpore, Godda, Berhampore, Goalundo, Manick- 
gun'^e, Bagirhat, Diamond Harbour, Keudrapara and Pooree, and thus including the greater 
part^of North-East and South-West Bengal and the northern districts of North Behar, the 
average rain is from 10 to 15 inches. In the area to the south and west of this lino, includ¬ 
ing the whole of Behar, except the most northern portions, the northern and central districts 
of South-West Bengal, the Sonthal Perguunahs, Chutia Nagpur, and the western districts 
of Orissa, the average rainfall is less than 10 inches, and ranges between G and 10 inches. 
The greater part of South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, within this area, has an 
average varying from 8 to 10 inches. The average rainfall of the month is least in the 
Patna, Gya and Shahabad districts of South Behar, and in a small area in South-West 
Bengal, including the stations of Magoorah, Bongong, Ranaghat, Krishnaghur and Culna. 
In these districts the average rainfall very slightly exceeds 6 inches, and ranges between 6 and 


7 inches. , , , . 

Meteorology of the month.—li will be remembered that during August the weather was 
very disturbed, the variations of pressure during that month were large, and cyclonic storms 
of very considerable intensity were experienced at different times during the month. These 
conditions ceased with August, and during September the weather was much finer and more 
settled. Small storms, however, such as are usually formed over the Bay during the preva¬ 
lence of the south-west monsoon, occurred on two occasions, and there occurred a storm which, 
to all appearance, was formed outside the Indian area in the Gulf of Tonquin, and which 
subsequently passed across the Siam Peninsula and entered the Andaman Sea. 

The past month has been characterised by moderate general rainfall. In North Bengal 
and North Behar, indeed, there was some considerable deficiency, the total rainfall of the 
month in those two districts amounting to only 55 per cent, and 65 per cefnt. respectively of 
the normal fall, but iu the other districts the fall was larger, varying between 70 per cent, and 
89 per cent, of the usual amount received. The deficiency of rainfall though alight, and, as 
has been shown, generally unimportant, has been remarkably general. Throughout the whole 
province, only four stations exhibit an excess, and of these Midnapore is the only one where 
the excess is of any importance. All the other stations throughout Bengal show a deficiency 
rauKing; from as much as 13 inches at Julpigoree to less than half an inch at Manbhoom. 
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influence on the winds at any station beyond those in its immediate neighbourhood. Mode* 
rate rain accompanied if, and the weather was very cloudy. On the 2nd the depression still 
occupied the same position, and the winds and weather in its neighbourhood were unaltered. 

It passed inland on the 3rd and filled up. 

Depression of ^th to 7th. —On the 5th, pressure was falling fast in the north-east 
corner of the Bay, and an area of relatively low pressure existed between Akyab and the 
xnouth of the Megna. Rain' was falling on the eastern side of the Bay from Chittagong 
southwards, while in Bengal and on the west side of the Bay (due to the northerly winds on 
the western side of the depression) the weather was fine. By the morning of the Gth the 
depression had intensified considerably, and had at the same time travelled westward towards 
the Orissa coast. The barometer had fallen slightly around the head and west of tho Bay, 
while it had risen rather briskly iu the east. A fairly well-marked cyclonic circulation of 
the winds existed around the centre of depression, and moderate rain was falling in Orissa 
and South-West Bengal. By the next morning, the 7th, the storm had passed inland, the 
barometer had risen, and the weather had assumed its normal monsoon characteristics. 
Balasore reported 4i inches, Dacca 2^ inches, and Puri H inch of rain. 

Depression of the \2th to \Qth .—^The final, and by far the most important, storm of the 
month was much more interesting and more extensive than cither of the two prcceding^ones, 
which were of the ordinary monsoon type. On the 10th and 11th the rei;orts showed a 
steadily falling barometer over Tenasserim and the Gulf of Martaban, and a steady north¬ 
westerly wind over Burma. On the 12th the wind had shifted to north-east at Moulmein and 
Rangoon, and a slight depression was shown around Tavoy. On the following day a very 
rapid barometric fall occurred over Tenasserim and Lower Burma, and it appeared that a 
depression was crossing the Eastern Peninsula from the Gulf of Siam. This storm travelled 
quickly across the Gulf of Martaban, so far as can be judged, developing quickly as it did so. 
On the morning of the 14th the centre lay to the north of Diamond Island, and a gale of 
wind prevailed over Lower Burma. On the 15th the centre probably lay in about lat. 13° 

N and long 90° E. It was advancing quickly west-north-west, but as only the coast obser¬ 
vations are at present available, it is difficult to locate the centre exactly. The observations 
of the succeeding day showed that the storm must have crossed the Bay at a rate of about 
20 miles per hour. Its centre crossed the Orissa coast near Puri, where at 8 a.m., some time 
probably after the actual moment of passage, the barometer was as low as 29 34 inches. 
Heavy rain was experienced all around the head of the Bay. 

This storm subsequently travelled west-north-west and north-west as far as North-'Westera 
India, and gave exceedingly heavy rain to a very large part of Northern India. The storm 
was an exceedingly interesting one, not only on account of the exci-ptional rapidity with which 
it crossed the Bay, and the length of time during which it existed after it crossed the coast, but 
more particularly on account of its apparent place of origin. The existing evidence tends 
to show that the storm originated in the Gulf of Tonquin and crossed the narrow peninsula 
separating that Gulf from the Andaman Sea. If such be the case, it is the first recorded 
instance of the kind. 

Pressure —Though considerably reduced during the passage across the Bay of the 
abovementioned depression, has been generally somewhat above the normal average of the 
month. During the first week of the mouth, pressure over Bengal and the Bay was subject 
to both local and general irregular oscillations, but the final result showed an excess for the 
whole of Bengal and for Assam. During the first three days of the following week, viz., the 
Bth, 9th and lOtb, the barometer continued to indicate an excess of pressure, but on Tuesday, 
the 11th, a fall set in which continued briskly, and by Friday, the 14th, brought pressure 
below the normal of the time of year. This depression of the barometer lasted until the 
cyclonic storm (noticed above) reached the land, after which pressure rose fast and was above 
the average until near the close of the month, when it fell again to about the normal. 

Temperature ,—During the present month the rainfall of Northern Bengal having been 
slightly deficient, temperature has been slightly in excess. Elsewhere the variatirm of the 
mean temperature from the normal have been slight and unimportant. Tho temperature 
all over the province and over Assam has been very uniform, the‘range (excluding Chutia 
Nagpur) being only slightly more than 1°. Assam had the highest maximum, North Bengal 
the lowest minimum during the month. 

Rainfall —Speaking generally, the greater part of the rainfall of tho past month fell 
during the first half of the month, the latter part, after the passage of the ooncliu'ing cyclone, 
having been fairly fine over the greater part of the province. Fairly general rain fell over 
the whole province on the first day of the month, but consequent ou the appearance of 
northerly winds due to tho feeble storm in the north of the Bay, there was a partial break 
in the rains between the 2nd and 5th. Subsequently as the storm passed westward, and south¬ 
erly and south-westerly monsoon winds again established themselves throughout the province, 
rather heavy rain recommenced and fell during the Gth and 7tb. Between the 8th and 14ih 
there occurred a partial cessation in the rains. Ail districts, except North Behar, reported 
a defect during this week, but the weather was showery, and several heavy loeal falls were 
reported. Falls of 6 inches were reported during the week from Mymensingh and Dhubri, 
and of from 2 to 2i inches from East and North Bengal. Dating the no-x? seven days, the 
15th to 21st, the rainfall was in excess of the average iu Orissa and South-West Bougal, and 
slightly deficient elsewhere. In Orissa the fall was exceptionally heavy. During the 
remainder of the month the weather, undisturbed by any depressions from the Bay, was 
fine, and the rainfal) throughout the province comparatively slight. ’ 

The following table, which includes the above figures, gives a comparison between the 
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condensed summary of the rainfall data of the present year for each meteorological division. 
The first nine columns give the percentage amount of rainfall received in each month, 
and the last column the percentage rainfall of the whole period from the 1st of January to 
the end of September:—

Eit>m this table it will be seen that for six of the meteorological divisions the actual 
rainfall of the first nine months of the present year equals or exceeds the normal average, 
and that at one only, viz., North Bengal, is there any deficiency. In Orissa, where the rains 
in the early monsoon were so deficient, there is now only a deficiency of 13 per cent, for 
the five months May to September. 

The following table gives full data for the comparison of the actual and the normal 
rainfall of tho month of September in all districts of the province. The figures are 
derived in the manner explained in preceding monthly summaries. The first column 
gives the average district rainfall as determined from tho rainfall obseivations of the past 
15 years. The second column gives the actual district rainfall as determined from the 
weighted actual rainfalls of the month at the reporting stations in the district. The third 
column expresses the ratio of the actual district rainfall to the normal district rainfall 
expressed as a percentage. The fourth column gives the same information as the third 
column in a slightly dilferent form. It states by what percentage the actual rainfall varied 
in excess (+) or in defect (—) from the normal rainfall:—

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSBRYATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA¬ 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 
the 12x11 of OCTOBER 1»88. 

Tiir meteorological changes of the past week have been very important. Not only has 
a largish depression advanced from the Bay over Bengal and given very unsettled weather to 
a very considerable part of the province, but following on the disappearance of this depression 
there has occurred a barometric increase, the distribution of which has been such as to entirely 
change the conditions prevailing over Bengal and the Bay, and to produce strongly marked 
cold weather conditions. So long as pressure is relatively low in the Gangetio Valley, and 
relatively high in the south of the Bay, air from the Bay passes into Bengal in the shape of 
southerly winds, and so long as these conditions exist, cyclonic storms and rain travelling in 
the sarhe direction are always liable to occur ; but as soon as these conditions of pressure are 
reversed, arid readings become relatively high in Bengal and low over the Bay, the wind 
changes to north and north-east, and the probability of storms or rain becomes very small. 

The report of the 6th showed that the cyclonic storm, noficed in last week’s summary, 
was approaching the coast on a north-east course, and that at lO a.m. the centre Ifiy to the*east 
of Saugor Island; northerly to north-westerly winds prevailed over the whole of the western 
districts of the province; easterly winds in East Bengal, and south-easterly winds at 
Chittagong and Corhmilla The winds Were rather strong at the head of the Bay. During 
the night of the 6th the storm crossed the coast, and at 10 a m. on the 7th the centre lay a 
little to the north-east of Dacca. The wind had shifted to west over the greater part 
of the province, but an irregular cyclonic circulation existed around the centre of the storm. 
Heavy rain had fallen in its path. On the 8th there was a general recovery of pressure, 
and conditions assumed their normal monsoon appearance, hut this condition did not hold, 
as pressure rose steadily at the more northern stations, and only slightly in the south; hence 
the area of highest pressure was gradually developed along the foot of the hills, and 
northerly and north-easterly winds slowly extended over the province with fine weather 
and a steadily decreasing humidity. 

PresHurc —Was almost everywhere below the normal average on the first day of the 
week. The defect was greatest (over 0‘1 inch) at Saugor Island and Calcutta, but was con¬ 
siderable everywhere. On the 7th, owing to the passage inland of the storm noticed above, 
the relative distribution of pressure changed. In Orissa there was some little excess as 
compared with the normal, while the greatest defect, instead of being shown near Calcutta, was 
reported from the neighbourhood of Dacca and from Assam. On the 8th pressure was still 
below the normal average at most stations, but the defect was decreasing, and by the succeed¬ 
ing morning had been changed into an excess in the majority of districts. This excess 
became universal and large, and lasted until the close of the week. 

Temperature .—The variations of temperature from the normal were irregular on the first 
day of the week, but during that day a general fall occurred, as the report of the following 
morning showed a large abnormal coolness throughout the whole province. During the 8th, 
&th and 10th this defect of temperature hold steadily, but at the close of the week the 
thermometer rose, and though the mean temperature did not exceed the normal average except 
at a few stations, the largo defect previously noticed more or loss disappeared. The greatest 
mean defect was in Orissa and South-West Bengal. 

Winds —Were cyclonic at the oommenoement of the week. They subsequently heoamo 
very variable, and at the close of the period there were strong indications of the setting in 
of the north-easterly current which is characteristic of the cold season. 

Rainfall .—rain fell during the week in Chutia Nagpur, and none of any importance 
in Behar or Orissa. Elsewhere rain was fairly general during the first two days of the 
week, but after the 7th the fall practically ceased, and only slight local showers 
were experienced. The heaviest rainfall ooourred in the path of the storm, and the only 
district reporting an excess is East Bengal. The following are the'more important falls :—

Humidity and chud .—The humidity and cloud moportion were high at the commence- 
meut of the week, but with the disappearance of cyclonic conditions the sky cleared. 

Weather .—In the more western districts of the province the weather has been fine 
throughout. In the east the first two days were very unsettled, but as the barometer rose, 
and the storm broke up, the weather improved, and by the olo.se of the week had assumed a 
settled appearance, wim seemingly a promise of on early cold weather.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The primary o!,jcct of this Bill is to overcome the great and increasing difficulty 
which military officers exj)eriencc in obtaining house.s' near their lines or other place of 
duty, or even within the limits of cantonments. This matter is dealt with in Chapter V 
of the Bill, which, while insisting generally on the prior claim of military officers to occupy 
houses in cantonments, specially provides that the claim is not to extend to houses which 
are occupied as banks or have been occujjied for three years as hotels or shops, and that 
disputes respecting the amount of rent to be paid for houses claimed by military officers are 
to be settled by committees of arbitration in which the civilian element will be predominant 
if houseowners so dc;sire. Such privileges with respect to residence in cantonments as 
members of the Civil Service and other civilians enjoy in some parts of India are to cease, 
the only houses which are not to be subject to the prior claim of military officers being tho.se 
already mentioned and houses owned by or under the control of railway administrations 
or appropriated by the Government to the use of such officials as postmasters and tele¬ 
graph-officers whose residence in cantonments is necessary for the public convenience. 

Nearly all land occupied by houses in cantonments has been granted to houseowners, 
or their predecessors in interest, by the Government under the rules for the time being 
applicable to the cantonments and identical witlf or similar to those set forth in the second 
schedule to the Bill. Local Governments have been asked to state, for the purposes of 
Chapter V and section 35, what the exceptions, if any, are within the territories which 
they respectively administer. 

2. Of the other portions of the Bill the following only appear to call for remark:— 

{/) Section 2 .—It is proposed to repeal all existing Cantonment Acts in force in 
British India and several obsolete enactments relating to cantonments and 
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[2) Section;^. —The words “officer” and "soldier” are defined for the purposes 
of Chapters V and III, respectively; and the definition of the expression 
“spirituous liquor" is designed to remove difficulties which have ari.sen in the 
coustruclion of that expression in existing enactments. 

(j) Sections if.-'j, —It is proposed that every cantonment be a subdivision of the district 
in which it is situated, and that tin* Subdivisional Magistrate be called the 
Cantonment Magistrate. If, as a Magistrate, the Cantonment Magistrate 
requires assistance, it can be given by the ai)pointmcnt of a Special Magis¬ 
trate under section 14 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1882. If, as 
Judge of a Court of Small Cau.ses, he reijuircs assistance, it can be given to 
hiin under section 8 of the Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887. 
Officers who arc now invested with power to try brcache,-; of rules, not as 
Magistrates but in jnirsuanee. of an order of the. Local Government under sec¬ 
tion 28, Act III of 1880, .section 20, Madras Act I of 1866, or .section I2, 
Bombay Act III of 1867, must be ajipninted Special Magistrates and, as 
such, observe the few rules prescribed in Chapter XX of the Code of Crimi¬ 
nal Procedure, 1882, for the trial of summons-cases.

{4) Section S. —'I’his section vests the admini.stralion of the cantonment polici', in the. 
District Superintendent under the general control and direction of the 
District Magistrate. Commanding officers of cantonments are to be reliev¬ 
ed of the. duty, which is now unnecessarily imposed upon them, of serving 
processes issued by the Courts for execution in cantonments. 

(j) Sections 17-21. —These sections give a legal status to cantonment funds and 
cantonment committees. The want of such a status has been a not infre¬ 
quent cause of inconvenience. 

(d) Section 2<S.—This section, which would make, every cantonment a sub-district 
for the purposes of the Indian Registration Act, III of 1877, and the Can¬ 
tonment Magistrate, the Sub-Registrar of the sub-district, and require, the 
provisions of the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, with respeU to the regis¬ 
tration of document.s, to be observed in every cantonment, is designed to 
reduce the difficulties which now occur in the. maintenance of registers of 
immoveable property in cantonments. 

(7) Section 29.—Several of the powers which it is proposed to take for making rules 
are not given by enactments now in force.

2. The most important items of information contained in the Collector s 
report are (1) that “there is at last a fair prospect of a permanent improvement 
in the condition of the poorer classes over the distressed area, aM that 
“in the current fortnight the whole of the Banpore Circle (No. with the 
exception perhaps of a small area near Kuhuri (about which the Collector is 
not yet quite satisfied), will be removed from the famine area. ^ is also 
satisfactory to find that the amount advanced for charitable relief in Khoorda 
sub-division during tbe fortnight under report had not exceeded Ks. 2,991-X3-4.

Letter from Sub-diviiional Officer, 
Khoorda, to Collector of Pooree, 
Ko. 562, dated 16th September, 1888. 
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I fully share the Collector’s expectation that, if the weather continues favour¬ 
able, the funds in hand, with some small additional grant for gratuitous relief, 
will prove sufficient for all requirements. 

3. I think tiiat what has been called ** the lull in the distress ” may 
fairly be considered a distinct diminution of distress, and that there is now no 
more ground than in ordinary years at this season to anticipate an early 
cessation of the rains. 

4. I agree with the Collector that the storm of the 16th instant will be 
found to have done less harm than was at first appn'hended.. In Dhenkanal 
State, where the storm was probably as violent as in Khoorda, and whore more 
than five inches of rain fell, the heali rice crop in many places was beaten 
down to the ground, but it was so nearly ready lor cutting that the cultivators 
bad no fears for its safety. 

5. The local reports are not quite so full as usual, and it seems unneces¬ 
sary for me to .summarise their contents. 

6. I notice with satisfaction that Maharani Suryamoni Patmahadie, of 
Pooree, has subscribed one thousand rupees in aid of relief measures.

I HAVE the honour to submit the report required by the Famine Code for the fortnight 
eudina: on toe IDtli instant, together with a copy ot the Sub-divisional Officer’s No. 562 of the 
IGth idem. 

2. As I am in camp at a considerable distance from head-quarters, where former reports 
have been left, I fear that the information now given may not he sufficiently complete; but 
I will not delay the submission of this report, as I desire to give the eailiest intimation 
possible that there is at last a fair prospect of a permanent improvement in the condition of 
the poorer classes over the distressed area. Mr. Taylor himself admits that there is a distinct 
lull in the distress; and though during the fortnight under report there has not been any 
change in the afiected area, or in the numbers of relief circles and ol officers in charge, yet 
an attempt has been made to restrict relief operations, a»'d in the current fortnight the whole 
of the Banpore Circle, with the exception, peihaps, of a small area near Kuhuri (about which I 
am not yet quite satisfied) will be removed from the famine area. 

3. Owing to the rains having provided additional field work, orders weie issued to the 
Sub-divisional Officer early in the foitnight to cease giving advances, except in particular 
eases (which were to he specially repoited), in all villaires which had not lost at least half the 
crop last season, and to impress upon all the Circle Inspectors that gratuitous relief must 
now be given with the greatest caution and only in the most urgent cases. These orders were 
approved of by you, and on the 11th instant I paid a flying visit to Khoorda in order to im¬ 
press on Mr. Taylor the necessity for restricting relief operations now as much as possible, 
even though we might bo forced later in the season to resume them. 

4. General utate of the affected tracts, S^c .—On the 13th, I started for a tour o( inspection 
of all the relief circles, beginning wiih the South Ohillca tracts, where I found that the Salt 
Inspector, Baltoo Beni Madhuh Mookerjee, who has been kindly assisting me in this area, 
had, as 1 anticipated from his weekly reports, been administering relief effectually and at 
the same lime very economicttlly. All this area, comprising the pergunnahs of Manikpatna, 
Sul para, Aiidliari, Parikud, Malud and Badgarkoot, is a difficult country to deal with. The 
soil for the most part is poor and sandy, and winter paddy, the staple crop of these pergunnahs, 
generally fails, more or less, over a great part of this area every year. Total or partial remis¬ 
sions of rent have been frequent and the residents have become utterly demoralised. Pointing 
to their stunted crops, they oelight in posing as paupers, utterly ignoring numerous other 
sources of income, such as salt manufactuie, fishing, carrying, &o. Of this area the crops 
look worst in Manikpatna, though backward all over the South Chilka tracts. The wages 
earned from salt manufacture and embankment works this year are af least lls. 18,000 in 
excess of the amount so gained in the previous year, and there is but little actual distress; but 
relief measures on a very small scale must be still continued in the neighbourhood of Satpara 
for some tingie longer. 

5. In Parikud, where there was a good harvest last year, prospects of a good outturu are 
promising. In Malud and Badgarcoot the crops, though backward, look still better, and the 
mandia, m w ripe for harvest, is a splendid crop, but unfortunately it is grown over a compara¬ 
tively small area. No relief measures have been undertaken, nor are they now required, over 
these tlireo pergunnahs ; hut it must be remembered that, should the rains cease prematurely, 
the crops, which now look so promising, will never ripen, and there may be serious distress 
later in the season. 

6. In the Banpore Circle there is a marked improvement. Mandia is being harvested, 
and the paddy, though backward, is very promising. Prices are still high, but relief oper¬ 
ations may now Ic discontinued over nearly the whole of this circle. 
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7. So far I have been able to apeak from the reports of local officers corroborated by my 
own observations. As regards the other circles, I must refer to Mr. Taylor’s report, which 

I regret, not so full and complete as the previous ones submitted by him. The course of the 
recent storm was lortun.itely much narrower than ho anticiyatedi and the injury done by the 
wind is confined to a far smaller area than he iroairined, judifing from the devastation caused in 
Khoorda and its immediate neighbourhood. On the whole the rain which accompanied the 
storm has done more good than harm, and prospects generally over the remaining circles are 
improved. Still the lull in the distress may be only temporary, and in any case there must be 
a continuance of relief operations, at any rate for the present, over all the circles except that of 
Ban pore. 

8. Number of Public Works, i^c.—The works under this head are, I believe, the same as 
previously reported, except that the heading 3 {d) is no longer blank, the llani of Pooree 
having, at ray request, taken measures to relieve her poorer ryots in the assigned villages in 
Rameswar circle. Her relieving officer is acting under Mr. Taylor’s instructions, and Rs, 900 
are being expended on email works of improvement in this area. 

9. I have received no figures showing the daily average numbers in receipt of gratuitous 
relief. As reported last fortnight, such relief has been (I believe) given judiciously, and not 
too liberallv, except in the Bunpore Circle. The recent diaries of the Inspector of the Banpore 
Circle a^eared to show that he was becoming too lavish in the distribution of this form of 
relief. Immediate orders were issued by Mr. Taylor and reiterated by myself, and yesterday 
I inspected his office at Barkul, where he had l>een directed to meet me. There is, I fear, 
no doubt that in the early part of this month he ceased to follow implicitly the instructions 
given him; but his ill-judged generosity was checked by tho Sub-divisional Officer as soon as 
it was discovered. Operations in this circle have now been closed. The Circle Inspector has 
been sent ba<‘k to his regular work as income-tax assessor, and the Police Inspector, who 
did excellent work in the Western Circle, and is now in this neighbourhood, has been directed 
to watch the effect of these orders and to report if it be necessary to give any lurther 
relief in this circle. 

10. As regards columns 5 and G of section 9 of the Famine Code, I can give no further 

information, nor have I witn me in camp figures for colunm 7. South of the Cliilka I 
found paddy selling at 32 katak seers (i.e. 43 ordinary seers) for tlie rupee, and coarse rice 
at 13 {i.e. IGf seers) for the rupee. The same figures were given me yesterday in the large 
market of Balugaon in this circle.’ Prices there were said to liave risen within the last ten 
days, and that the rates in the early part, of the fortnight under report were in 80 tola seers, 
paedy 52i, riee I 84 , and 31^ sects for the rupee. However, I am not sure that the 

information furnished me was correct, as every attempt is now being made to get more money 
out of Government by exaggerating the present distres.s. 

11. Toe figures for column 8 are, as logards Khoorda, given in paragraph 8 of 
Mr. Taylor’s report. For Satpara I had advanced Rs. 400 up to the close of the previous 
fcrtniglit, and of that only a balance of Us. 35-13 was thou lefr. During the present fortnight 
I gave a further advance of Rs. 100 to the Inspector, and the total expenditure was lls. 135-13, 
chiefly on the two works at Nathapore and Satpaia, which (by the way) 1 inspected on the 
15th instant. The balance in hand was nil. A further sum of Es. 300 has now been 
advanced. 

12. As regards future requirements, I cannot speak with any certainty till I have com¬ 
pleted the round of the relief circles and had further consultation with Mr. Taylor. Unless the 
paddy crop should, after all, prove a failure—and this is a possible contingency that I mtat dwell 
upon, for the rains have been so eccentric this year that it is impossible to forecast what may 
happen—the balance in band for tuccavi advances, over Rs. 18,000, and that for improvement 
works, over Rs. 14,000, should prove sufficient. Mr. Taylor asks for Rs. 10,000 for gratuiions 
relief in addition to the Rs. 1,890 now in hand. Some additional grant for gratuitous relief 
must, I fear, be given ; but I trust that wo may be able to manage with less than the amumit 
now asked for. However, I hope to speak more definitely after seeing Mr. Taylor at Khoorda, 
where I expect to arrive on the 25th instant. 

13. Owing to the illness of Kumar Girindra Narain Deb, who has now been compelled 
to take leave on medical certificate, the regular work of tho district ha.s been getting into 
arrears in spite of all our efforts ; but the arrival of .an additional Deputy Magietrato and 
Collector, whose appointment to Pooree has, I am glad to see, been gazetted, and the f'lirtber 
restriction of relief operations, which I now hope for, will I trust enable us to recover sonic of 
the ground that has been lost.

1 HAVE very little to say in reporting on distre's for the first half of S.-ptember beyond 
what was given in my report, No. 531 of tue llth instant. 1 . 4 1 

■2. So far as 1 can see, the distress is getting less pronounced: there is still a great deal 
of work in the fields, and we have a great many petty impiovement woiks in progress. 

8 . There is, in fact, a distinct lull in distress, and the people arc busy everywhere m 
trying to cultivate and repair the damage done to the paddy crop. 
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4. la some places heali and paniehi dhan are beiog reaped, bat the area ander this 
early rice is very limited in Rhoorda. Outside oar boandaries in Cuttack and in the delta 
of the Fooree district, the beali crop is reported ready or nearly ready for the sickle, and to be 
a bumper crop. A severe storm or cyclone whicli occurred last night will, 1 fear, have 
done great damage to the beali and paniehi dhan and to the mandia, china, and other 
millets now in ear and ripening, and also to the fields of sugarcane and pdn gardens. 

5. At Rhoorda itself the damage done to trees is very great, and my own garden has 
been completely wrecked. Many trees in the forest and District Board bungalow compounds 
and on the roadsides have also been blown down. The storm was accompanied by upwards 
of six inches of rain, but as the greater part of the rice crop is still so small, this heavy rain 
will not do much harm in Rhooroa, except to the very early paddy and mandia, above referred 
to. I have myself seen several fields of ripening mandia completely levelled and beaten down 
by last night’s wind and rain. 

6. As yet 1 have no information regarding the extent of the storm or the amount of 
damage done elsewhere; but both must be very great, as the wind blew furiously and in great 
gusts for fully six hours, commencing north of west at about 1-80 a.m., and. subsiding from 
due south at 7 a.m. 

7. From one place, eight miles off, I hear that the wind and rain were as heavy as at 
Rhoorda, and for one to two miles off down the Cnttaek road a number of telegraph posts 
have been blown down and communication by wire with Cuttack and Pooiee interrupted. 
Heavy rain is also reported from Tangv, and an extraordinarily high flood in the Madagiii 
river in Kameswar, which shows that the ram accompanying the storm has extended far to tbe 
west and south. 

8. The following memorandum of receipts and expenditure will, I trust, be considered 
sufficient for this occasion, and 1 hope to report more fully and in detail at tbe close of tbe 
month.

9. I have much pleasure in reporting that Maharani Snryamoni Patmabadie of Pooree has 
subscribed one thousand rupees in aid of relief measures in the Rhoorda villages of Rameswai 
and Tapang assigned to tbe temple of Jagannatli. Of this sum Rs. 900 will be expended on 
small works of improvement, of which her agent has already started several, and Re. 100 will 
be distributed in gratnitous relief. 

10. As no figures have as yet been received from the circle officers of the nambers 
gratuitously relieved or employed on works, I do not think it necessary to delay this report.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. ISoCR, dated 
the 24th September, 1888, submitting reports on tho administration of relief to 
faminc-stricKon people in the Khoorda Sub-division for the fortnight ending 
the l6th September, 1888. 

2. In reply, I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor observes with 
satisfaction the diminution in the symptoms of immediate distress and the pros¬ 
pect of permanent improvement, should the rice crops now ripening prove 
adequate. Under the circumstances a very careful estimate of the result of the 
coming harvest, upon the success of which so much depends, should be .made. 
His Honour remarks that the Collector’s report does not contain all the inform¬ 
ation required by section 9 of the Famine Code, and the absence of returns of the 
number of persons receiving gratuitous relief, and of those employed on public 
works, is an omission which ^ould in future be remedied. Arrangements should 
be made for the regular submission of such returns, which are required, not only 
for tho information of Government, but for the guidance of tho local officers 
themselves. 

3. The thanks of tho Lieutenant-Governor may be communicated to 
Maharani Suryamoni Patmahadie, of Pooree, for her generous subscription of 
lis. 1,000 in aid of relief measures.

Report not received. 

Weather—seasonable. State of amnn generally good, but some damage was 
done in ehur lands by rise of salt water as reported last week. Betelunts 
and cocoaiiuts have generally been good. 

Weather—seasonable Standing erojis, specially amun dhan, thriving vigor- 
onsly, and prospects promising. Uarvesliiig of jute being still pushed on in 
Clniudpur sub-divislon, while it has been over in almost all other parts of tho 
district. 

Fine bright weather; mornings and evenings distinctly chilly, and the eold 
weather fogs are beginning to show themselves. Harvesting of ./»f» crops 
continues. 

Weather—hot. Toliacco and cbil ies being transplanted. * Reaping of yaw 
paddy ftnished. Cotton and doing welt. 

Weather—.iiiglits and mornings cool, days hut and bright. There is a general 
clumonr for rain and water, and a total failure of the rice crop is atijirc. 
bended Fields are being prepared for rubhi cultivation, but with very little 
liope or a good crop if there be no ruin shortly. 

WeatbiT—mornings cool and days hot. Faddy withered and scorched in uplimds. 
Preparation of rnlhi fields being retanled for want of moisture iu the land. 
No sign of rain. Seireity apprelietided. 

Weather—clear and bright; inoiiiings and iiiglits aomewlint eold. Paddy suffer¬ 
ing tor want of rain except on camil-irrigaled lands. ifaiA. sowing con- 
tiiines. Prices falling except in Biixar. 

Weather—bright and hot, but daily decrease in temperature both in the night 
and in tlie iiioriiiiigs. With no ruin there is a sensible rise in prices nil 
round. The ex])on ef rice has ceased. Carts are returning empty from 
Neiial and North Bliivgulpore. D/ian on the high lands wiiiieriiig and being 
cut for fodder and to nuke way lor a cold-weather eiv]). Irrigation being 
actively carried on on the low lauds. People in perfectly good condition at 
present, and no application for work being made Ruin sadly required for 
the riibbi cultivation. Average prices of eomiiion rice from 12 to 14 seers 
to the rupee. 

There linve been a few clouds almost every day, but at nights weather has been 
clear and cool. The bhniloi harvest is over. Tlie rice crop in the northern 
part of the district will be a very poor one even if there is rain; while in tho 
extreme north and in high lands it has totally failed, being beyond all hopa 
of recovery. In some jilaces in the southern half of the district there may 
he a ten anaat crop. Rain is reipiired for Uie riibbi sowings. Prices rising. 
Rivers have very little water in tiiein. Prospects gloomy. 

Weather—fair. West wind (irevailiiig. Mornings ami eve.rings very cool. Bain 
urgently wanted for upland paddy and rubbi sowings. Moisture drying up 
owing to west wind. Irrigation is being resorted to where practicable. 
Prices rose rapidly during the past week, but have now declined a little. 
Anxiety is felt for crops on ground.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND R.\IVPALL OB'^ERVATIONS 

metro kOLOGICAL OM8BRVA- 
TTONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING PRIDAY, 
THE 19ih of OCTOBER la88. 


The most remarkable feature about the ■n-eather of the past week has been its 
general quietness and its remarkable coolness at the close. Slightly unsettled conditions 
prevailed over a limited area over and in the neighbourhood of the hdls durin" the first 
two days, but these conditions quickly disappeared, and after the 14th, throughotxt the 
whole province, tine, bright and in places cool weather prevailed. The pressure and wind 
conditions have not exactly coincided with the average, pressure having been relatively 
lower over the eastern portion of the province, Assam and the Jiastem Peninsula, 
than is normally the case; while the reports of tho India Meteorological Department 
show that abnormally high pressures have been reported from tlio Indian Peuinaula, 
hence the barometric gradient has been for northerly winds all over the province, instead 
of, as is normally the case, for north-easterly winds in the oast and north-westerly winds 
in the west. This unusual direction of the wind has been acoornpanied with high •pressures, 
a low humidity, and at the close of the week with a low temperature. It is hence fair to 
assume that it was more or less a descemling current largely derived from tho hills to the 
north, and that the dry weather which has prevailed is due to this ctiuso. From a consider¬ 
ation of the general excessive pressure which prevails, as well as from its distribution and the 
accompanying winds, it would appear that oold weather conditions are now firmly established 
over this part of India. Hence tho centre of possible di.sturbanoe has been trausferred from 
the north to the south of the Bay, and unless, owing to a most unusual change of conditions, 
this should be reversed, fine settled conditions should now prevail over Bengal. Ttio rainfall 
and deficient pressmes which occurred over and near tho hills at the beginning of the week 
were not improbably accompanied with snow in tho inteiior, a phenomenon which is usually 
followed by au outset of cool, dry air from tlie hills, and a brisk fall of temperature. 

Pressure .—At the beginning of the week pressure was above the normal average at almost 
all stations, hut the excess was very much less than it had been in tho previous week, and at 
Darjeeling and Hungporo the barometric reading was below the normal. On the 14th there 
occurred a brisk recovery, which held during tho following day. On tho IGth the barometer 
again fell, and tho excess of pressure over tho normal was again slightly reduced. The reports 
of the 17th and IHth showed a continuance of the fall, while on tho 19th there was another 
general and brisk recovery. Throughout the whole week tho oscillations of pressure have 
beeu general and fairly unifoim, axid only on the IBth has the barometer at any station showed 
a pressm’e below the normal pressure of the time of year ; ou all other occasif)U8 there has 
been an excess, which has varied in amount according to the xxpward or downward oscillation 
in progress at tho time. T'hese general oscillations of pressure, if slight, are seldom accom¬ 
panied with unsettled or changeable weather, which at fliis seaeon of tlie year is usually 
associated with either a long contitmed oscillation, or irregular barometric changes. 

Temperaftire .—On tho 13th tho variation of teinjxerature from the mean were irregular, 
between the 14th and 17th there was a more or lees general excess; while ou tho 18th there 
occurred a brisk fall, and the reports of that and the following day exhibited a largo abnor¬ 
mal coolness. Tho excess at the commencement and defect at the close of the week to a 
large extent balanced, and the final variations of the week exhibit only a slight general 
deficiency. 

Have been generally light. At first there was great variability in the general 
direction, hut subsequently the direction became generally northerly 

Humidity and cloud .—Humidity has been generally low, and the cloud proportion on 
the whole very slight. 

Pain/all.—At the great majority of stations there has been no rain, and in those places 
where it has fallen, the amount has been light and greatly below the average of tho week. 

The concluding table shows that no riiin whatever fell in North Behar or Chutia Nagpur, 
and that the mean fall in all the other districts except North Bengal was less than one-tenth 
of au inch.

RULES UNDER SECTION 15, ACT I (B.C.) OP 1885 FOR THE DISTRICT 

OP BURDWAN. 

Rule 1.—In these rules the term “ Magistrate ” includes— 

(а) the District Magistrate of Burdwan and any Magistrate subordinate to him 

and appointed by him in that behalf; 

(б) the District Board of Burdwan in respect of any public ferry, the.manage- 

rnent of which has been vested in it under .section 35 of Act I (B.C.) of 
1885; and any Local Board in the district of Burdwan when legally vested 
with powers in respect of any public ferry by the District Board of Burdwan. 

Rule 2.—Every public ferry in the district of Burdwan shall either be held khas by 
the Magistrate or be leased by public auction. 

Rules for the management of public ferries held khas. 

Rule 3.—For every public ferry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 
time— 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stage, rest-houses, and other appliances as he shall 

think proper; 

(b) appoint a suitable person to superintend the plying of the ferry, provide and pay 

boatmen, receive the authorised tolls, and remit the same to the treasury ; 

(c) fix, with the approval of the Commissioner, the tolls to be levied from persons 

using the ferry; 

(d) cause a schedule of such tolls, legibly painted in oil-paint in the vernacular, to 

be fixed up at every landing-place; 

(e) determine the maximum number of passengers, animals, carts, vehicles, and 

goods which each ferry-boat shall carry, and cause a notice to this effect to 
be affixed to each boat j 

(/) determine the hours within which the boats shall ply, aud the minimum 
number of journeys to be made every day; 

((/) provide for the prompt conveyance of the mails at all times across the ferry. 
Rule 4. —Any person may compound for tolls payable for the use of the ferry j and if 
the ferry should be closed before the expiry of the period for which such person has com¬ 
pounded for tolls payable for its use, he shall be entitled to a refund, the amount of which 
shall bear the same proportion to the whole sum paid by him as the period remaining bears 
to the whole period for which he compounded. Such refund shall be made under the orders 
of the Magistrate. 


Rules for leasing out ferries. 


Rule 5.—When it has been determined to lease the tolls of any public ferry by aneiion 
under section 9 of Act I (B.O.) of 1885, the Magistrate shall, at least 30 day-s before the 
auction is held, cause an advertisement of such auction to be pu jli-shed, liotli in Englisli and 
in the vernacular, in such place and in such manner as to him b iall scorn expedient. 

(a) Such auction may be adjourned from day to day by notice ;.ivcn in open court 
without the issue of any fresh advertisement. 

Rule 6.—The advertisement shall specify— 

(а) the time and place of the sale ;

, J?«fc 8.—On the day of the auction, the lessee to whom the ferry has been knocked 
down shall deposit one quarter’s rent as security for the due fulfilment by him of the con- 
ditions of his lease. This deposit may, however, at the discretion of the Magistrate, be 
dispensed with in the case of small ferries in which boats or canoes are not provided by 
Government. ^ 

Bid" 9.—In cases in which the ferry is leased for only a year, or part of a year the 
lessee shall be held liable for the rent for the entire period tho moment the ferry has been 
knocked down to him. In cases in which the ferry is leased for a number of years the 
liabilitv for each year’s rent shall accrue from the first day of the year. ’ 

Mule 1(»,—The contract which the lessee will be required to executo under section 9 of 
the Act shall be in the form appended to these rules. If not executed within two months 
from date of sale, the Magistrate may re-sell the ferry. 

y.'w/e 11.—As soon as the contract has been executed by the lessee, the Magistrate 
shall furnish him, free of charge, with a copy of these rules, a list of the authorised tolls duly 
signed under section 19 of the Act, and two notice-boards having legibly painted on them 
in oilpaint in the vernacular the schedule of tolls applicalde to the ferry, the number of 
boats which the lessee is bound to keep plying, the number of men by whom each boat is to 
be manned, and the maximum number of passengers, &c., each boat is allowed to carry. 
The notice-boards shall be fixed by the lessee in a conspicuous place at both ends of the 
ferry, and shall he kept by him in a proper condition. On the expiry of his lease they 
shall be returned by him to the Magistrate, ’ ^

But if at any time before the expiry of the period for which the ferry has been leased to me, 
I be removed therefrom for any breach of the terms and conditions of the lease, or for 
any wilful breach of any of the rules under section 15 of the Act, I shall be liable to pay 
rent up to and including the instalment due next after my removal.

Rule l.—All private ferries shall bo registered in the office of the Magistrate of the 
district in which they are situated, and particulars under the following heads shall be enter¬

Rule 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mails 
and dfik-runners, and may, as occasion arises, vary such times.

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If it be shown to the satisfaction of the Magistrate that the lessee has suffered an/ loss, 
consequent on the discontinuance of the ferry, the Magistrate may allow him such compensa¬ 
tion as he thinks is deserved. But if the discontinuance of the ferry is due to the lowness of 
water in the river, no compensation should be allowed to the lessee.

ilw/e 1.—In these rules the term “Magistrate” includes— 

(a) the Disliict Magistrate ol Bankoora and any Magistrate subordinate to him and 
appointed by htm in that behalf; 

{b) tlie District Board of Bankoora in respect of any public ferry, tiie msnngement 
. of which has been vested in it under section 35 of Act £ (B 0.) of 1885 ; and 

any Local Board in the district of Bankoora when legally vested with 
powers in respect of any jiubiic ferry by the District Board of Bankoora. 

2,—Every public ferry in the district of Bankoora shall eituer be held khas by the 
Magistrate, or be leased by public auction. 

Rules for the management of public ferries held khas. 

Rule 3. —For every public fciry which is held khas, the Magistrate shall from time to 
time— 

(a) provide such boats, landing-stage, rest-houses and other appliances as he shall 
think proper;

Rule 7 ,—A copy of the advertisement, and of the Buies and the Form of Agreement 
required to be executed under section 9 of the Act, shall be posted up in a conspicuous place 
in the Magistrate’s office, and shall be duly notified on the day of the auction. 

Rule 8.—On the day of the auction the lessee to whom the ferry has been knocked 
down shall deposit one quarter’s rent as security for the due iulfilment by him of the con- 
ditiouB of his lease.

(d) Police and other public officers and process--^ their bond fide baggage, horses, 

serving peons ^palkies or other conveyances. 

(e) Executive officers of the District Road Department when travelling on duty. 

(/) Coolies engaged in repairing roads, with their tools and instruments. 

(p) Persons carrying dead bodies or property sent in by the police. 

Rule 15.—The lessee shall not charge or demand tolls from persons who wade or swim 
across, or take cattle or other animals or property across at their own cost and risk, or from 

S ersons who cross themselves, or take other persons across without charge, in their own 
oats. 

Rule 16.—^The ferry shall ordinarily ply between sunrise and sunset; but the lessee may 
employ the boats in ferrying passengers across at any time after sunset, provided each boat 
so employed carries a lisht, which must be displayed in a conspicuous part of the boat. 

Rule 17.—The Magistrate may, if necessary, fix the times for the crossing of the mails 
and dfik-runners, and may, as occasion arises, vary such times. He shall in all such cases 
give notice in writing to the lessee of the times at which the mails are to be ferried over, 
and it shall thereupon become the duty of the lessee to see that arrangements are specially 
made for the crossing of the mails immediately on their arrival at the ferry ghdt, and that 
no delay is allowed to occur in their transit.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of the first section of the accompanying Bill is to remove all room for doubi 
as to thc validity of those clauses of the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 18S9, and 
the City of Bombay Municipal Art, 1888, which, as creating in Prcsidcncy-towns tribunals 
having authority to make final orders, might be held to be in derogation of tlie jurisdiction of 
thc High Courts of Judicature at Fort William and at Bombay respectively. 

The other sections of thc Bill invest the High Court at Bombay, as a Court of Refer¬ 
ence and Appeal, with certain jurisdiction which can certainly be conferred by thc (iover- 
nor-General in Council, hut thc conferment of which by tlic Governor of Bombay in Coun- 
cil might possibly be called in question.

From the Commissioner of the Patna Division, No. 379, dated the 30th July 1888. 

From the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, No. 5414, dated the 2nd October 
1888.. regarding the endowment of Kazi Syud Roza Hossoin, Khan Bahadoor, 
for the encouragement of English education among tho Mahomedan youths of 
Patna. 

Kazi Syud Reza Khan Bahadoor recently as.signod an estate in the district 
of Patna of tho annual value of Rs. 1,200 as an cndoAvmeut for the Engli.sh 
education of Mahomedan youths in the Patna College and the Oriental College 
of Aligarh, and has now offered to make over to Government a sum of 
Rs. 1,200, to be invested in Government securities, for tho fouudation of a 
scholarship of Rs. 4 a month, tenable for one year, to be awarded to tlio best 
student of the Entrance class of the Patna Anglo-Arabic School. The donor 
desires the scholarship to be paid, so long as the school exists, to tho Secretary, 
the Local Government having, in the event of tlio closing of the institution, 
power to apply tho incomo of the fund, at its discretion, to such purposes as may 
be deemed most likely to promote the advancement of English education among 
Mahomedan youths. Tho Lieutenant-Governor gladly accepts the Kazi’s offer, 
and directs that the thanks of Government be conveyed to him for liis public 
spirit and liberality. Tho Inspector of Schools, Behar Circle, will bo the 
administrator of the fund, and will pay tho scholarship on hills submitted by 
the Secretary to the Patna Anglo-Arabic School.

Sarly cold weather. The obj harvest was 11 or 12 annas of an average crop. 
Tlie amun will be only 8 amtas of an average crop unless good rain falls by 
6tb November. Price of common ric^fising fast in Baneegungo and Cutwa, 
where it is now 16 seers per rnpee on averngc. 

Weather—hot and close. Bain urgently ncpiired to save much of the winter 
rice crop, and for cultivation of ruhbi crops (latter, however, nnimportant 
here). However irrigation going on, and even with no rain, rice crop ex¬ 
pected to be 10 annas in the Sndder and 8 annas in Iho liishenporc sub-divi¬ 
sion, and Buflieient for local consumption.

Si>il is being prcpaml 
for winter crop*. o r r 

Wcnthcr-aeMonable and getting very cool. Tint winter rice is coming on 
apcndidly evoiywhore. ” 

VVeathor—flCiisouaWo, with fop^ry morninrjg; it liaa bfen distinctly warmer 
uj,min the pa't two or throo daya. (i.nhoriii;; ot ,;«»» paddy nearly over. 
Cotton plants arc in pods lure uud then*. Lato rice crops in low lauds pr<». 
gre'sing. ^ 

Weather—fair. paddy and cotton doing well. Chilly and tobacco coii- 

tinue to bo transplanted. 

Weather—cloudy and hot. Rain urgently wanted tor paddy and rubU sow- 
iiigs. From Beliar it is rcjMirted that pt ices are rising fast, iitid without rain 
to allow of the Kromid ludng prepared for spring crops scarcity ia very 
probable. Fodder is also scaice. JViccs are high in other sub-divisioiia. 
Weather cloudy for the piist throe days, Paddy is dying for want of raiu. 
if it does not rain within four or five days, only (our atino-s paddy crop can 
bo expected. Sowing of rnbbi crop bIno being much delayed. 

Weather“Imt and cloudy. Pinldy crop withering for want of rain, except on 
canaUirrit;ated lauds, howing oontinnes where well water is access¬ 

ible; but if no rain falls, sni h fields as are beyond Ihti roach of well water 
will he left fallow. Fever prevalent to such an extent us to uffect agri- 
cnhural oi>cration8 injuriously. Prices rising Scareity anticipated in jiarts. 
VVeatlier—elouds have enlleeti d during the last few days, but they clour away 
in the evening, leaving the nii:lit8 starry and bright. There is prospect of 
light rain. There is now no doubt that nil the iinirri.'uble high land nee 
in the Mudhubani iind i)url(hung:» Htib-divisioim will fail. It is withering 
and being cut for fodder or lo make way fur a rubbi crop if ruin should fall. 

1 he poorer ehisses are at pieseiit finding labour in irriyaling lands where the 
crop still survives. In a month er so this source of labour will bo exhausted. 
Prices are now high throughout the district. 

Weather-—days hot; mornings and evenings cool ; cloudy during last three days. 
Jiitbbi sowings progressing. Ruin most urgently wanted f{n’ winter rice »ll 
over,and for rubbi sowings in parts of the ilistiiet. Faddy plants being out 
for fodder for cattle in the north of the isitaumrhl sub-divisiou. Pricif 
rising. 

Weather—hot, close and sultry; clouding over; nighU cool. Rain very urgently 
reipiired for paddy. Ji7ibbi IS being sown, but witli very little hope of a 
good crop if there be no min shortly, because the whole area will not bo 
sown. Piiccs of food-grains visiug. 

Weather—fair, but oeeasionally chmdy. Prospects of paddy crop bad. Irrigation 
being carried on wherever possible. 7?HA6tsowing.sgi‘rminatiug hiully in places 
for lack of moisture. iCain badly wanted. Pi ices of food-grains rising 
Weather—days rather hot; nights somewhat cold. There have been some clouds 
for the latter part of the week, bur. no rain, which is very urgently needed 
tbrou/bout the district for tlie picscnt ainl tin: future crops. Paddy scorched 
in bigli lands, and sowings retarded for want of rain. Prices rising. 
Weather—too warm for ttc season and cloudy latterly. Much of the high hmd 
rice, especially in Supool, has been now irndrievably lost, and that on lower 
lands is sufiering. Ituhbi sowings retanled for want of moisture. Prices 
rising and prospects gloomy.

If none comes, crop will not much cxci’cd 8 nniias, 
and perhaps be less. Prices of rice (11 and 12 Ncer< per rupee) lining. 

Weather—hot and clear. Karly sarad in oar. The paddy crops on high lands 
are withering. Those on low lands also likely suffer, provided there be no 

rain shortly. Price of rice lUing. Fields arc being irrigated by water from 
canals and tanks.

If rain docs not fall within a ivoek or .so the^amff 
crop will fail, Laghit sarad has been d.imaged by drought. Wherever it is 
possible, lands are being irrigated from all available tanks, rivers, jinnds, &c.

No change 
in the prospect of the wint«‘r dhuu, nb-iut (pi.irtcr of which has been lost 
owing to the continued drout'lit. There was a f.ill in the pric* of cuinuiou 
rice at last market owing to the appeiirHuce of the new gora dkan 
Weather—hot and clo.se. All crops more or less damaged for want of rain. Tim 
paddy crop IS istiniated at troui 6 to 10 aiuias throughout the greater pan 
of the district.

TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM., iiuit xuiii vvnjjiiji 
TIIE 2(iTii 01’ OOTOBER 

Tub conditions wliich prevailed in Bengal at tlio close of the previous week were those 
which generally iiuinediatelv precede the setting in of tlie cold weather in Bengal. During 
the present week, however, these conditions have, if anytliing, rather decreased in intensity, 
tliough still tine clear weather, with an almost complete absence of rain, has been reported in 
almost all cases throughout the week. Generally over the Bay a light northerly wind current 
has prevailed, and at the southern stations, along the Madras coast, fairly general rain has been 
reported, showing that the south-west monsoon current has partly recurred in the usual 
manner, but up to the present time the wind currenls in Bengal have been very light and 
variable, and the steady northerly monsoon winds which usher m the cold weather have not 

- At tho commencement of the week pressure varied very slightly, and up to the 
2 l 8 t the chano-es were unimportant. From this date a steady rise of the barometer sot in, 
which continued up till the 2oth, and so rapid was tho rise that on the 21th pressure was in e.vcess 
of the normal by amounts varying between a tenth and a sixth of an inch, while on the 2dth 
the excess rane-od up to a fifth of an inch. This long oscillation then ceased, and pressure 
had fallen by small amounts on the morning of tho 2(ith. Eor tho whole province, taking 
into consideration only those stations at which reliable averages have boon obtained, pressure 
for tho week has been 0 08 inch iu excess of tho normal. In Assam the moan excess has 

Was at tho commcnocment of the week decidedly below the normal, the 
defect in the mean tcmiieraturo reported on the 20th averaging about 2° to 4°. On the 21st 
the defect hail iucroasod to from 3° to 4°, but from this date a continued increase in temper- 
■itiu’o was reported, which has lasted up to the close of tho week. From tho 2’>nd to the 24th 
the mean temperature was cither in slight defect or not very far removed from the normal, 
but on the 2oth tho excess above tho nomal mean temperature ranged up to about 4 to .0“; 
whilo oil tho 2(ith it had increased to nearly 5“ and »i°; ami at Patna on this <lay iho excess 
was ()’5° and at Calcutta G“. For the whole week the mean temperature of the jirovince has 
been about half a degree below tho normal; while in Assam temperature has been m excess 

^ --The’’wiiiils blowing ovor tho province have been rather light and variable 

Easterly winds commenced to sot in near tho hills on the 20th, and for the next two days tho 
winds became more north-easterly; but for the last four days m the week the winds were 
decidedly irremilar in direction, and the north-easterly current, which had commenced to 
blow, and which generally sots in with tho cold weather, had to a considerable extent 

^llnmiditij and doud—Ki the commencement of the week were both low; but from the 22nd 
there was a rather cousidcrablo increase in the humidity, and for tho^latter halt of the week 
it was rather high, (lloiid proportion reniaineil low until tho 2oth, when the sky became 
rather heavily clouded in Bohar, while tho cloud j.ro]»ortion also increased in other districts. 

Aain/if//.—Except for a very light shower (0 07 inch) at Silchar on the 2dnl, and for a 
rathor heavy shower (072 inch) at Pooree on the 2dth, the wlioh’ province has been rainless

The maximum and minimum temjieratures are obtained from self-registering thermomotors. All the 
thermometers are verified, and the readings have been corrected to a standard comstmeted and verified at the 
Kew Observatory. They are exposed under a thatched shed open at the sides, and are suspended four feet 
above tho ground. 

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newman’s No. 86, formerly 
at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygromotrie elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed in 
the Meteorological Olfice, and based on Rognault’s modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of tho wind are taken from the trace of a Eeckley’s anemograph. 

The mouth of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground, 
fog, xs. dew.
